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Cheriton Tree Ornaments 


By MILDRED B. BUCHANAN 


The Christmas tree, as we know it, 
is almost entirely the product of 
Christian thought and sentiment but 
it has its roots in the old pagan rev- 
erence for fertility and vegetation. 
The custom of adorning houses with 
trees and winter greenery stems di- 
rectly from. the Roman observance of 
the Kalends of January. The deco- 
rating of trees, also common at this 
time, appears in the early customs 
and folks lore of many countries. 
About the 10th century a legend 
spread throughout Europe which told 
how, on the night that Christ was 
born, all the trees in the forest, de- 
spite winter weather, bloomed and 
bore fruit. Later the story was re- 
peated in German folk-tales, one va- 
riation being of a visit of the Christ 
Child, who upon being fed and 
warmed, revealed his identity and 
upon leaving broke a twig from a fir- 
tree, planted it and assured his bene- 
factors that it would always bloom 
at Christmas time. 


As time went on boughs of haw- 
thorne and cherry were cut and 
brought into the house and forced in- 
to bloom for the Christmas season. 
Sometimes whole trees would be 
placed in great pots and brought into 
the house and people took great pride 
in the size and shape of the blossom- 
ing branches. The transition from 
the trees of natural bloom to the arti- 
ficially decorated tree is largely cred- 
ited to Germany. Some historians 
say it was Luther who was responsi- 
ble for bringing the fir-tree into the 
house and decorating it with lighted 
candles after having gazed at. the 
wonder and beauty of the starry 
Christmas sky. Legendary as this 
may be, actual proof exists in an ac- 
count written about 1604 that it had 
become the custom in Germany to set 
up fir-trees in the parlor at Christ- 
mas-time and to decorate them with 
roses of colored papers, apples, waf- 
ers, gold-foil, sweets and tapers. 


As generations passed the custom 
became firmly rooted in Germany, 
spread to other parts of Europe and 
the first Christmas tree in England 
was introduced in 1841 by the Prince 
Consort after his marriage to Vic- 
toria. Emigrants brought it to Amer- 
ica and since 1830 its diffusion 
throughout the world has been so 
rapid that there is nothing to com- 


pare with it in the whole field of 


popular customs. 


Where the Christmas tree first ap- 
peared in America or who was re- 
sponsible for its appearance is not a 
matter of record. We do know, 
however, that trees appeared among 
the Pennsylvania Dutch at holiday 
time and that they were also known, 
at an early period, to people in many 
parts of New York and Delaware. 
The Pennsylvania Dutch implement- 
ed their decorations with wafer-thin 
cakes of almond paste or wheaten 
flour and sugar which they called 


“matzebaum.” In New York and 
Delaware the same cakes were called 
“marzipan” or ‘“marchpane.” This 
edible paste was fashioned in wooden 
molds and the finished product was a 
cake two by three inches decorated 
in bas-relief with a tulip, peacock, 
swan, dog or whatever the favorite 
might be. After baking, these cakes 
were tinted with vegetable dyes, the 
most popular colors being red, blue, 
yellow and green. Some of the cakes 
were dated. Many of them were 
eaten at the time but still others 
were laid away and used from year 
to year for decoration. Trees were 
also decorated with candies and these 
were of two kinds. Some were mold- 
ed in the vopular shapes of hearts 
and stars and others were cut from 
sheets of sugared stuff and decora- 
tive scenes and portraits of paper ap- 
plied later. Many households had 
sets of Christmas candy molds made 
of plaster-of-paris and it is said that 
some of these old sets are still in use 
at the present time in the Pennsyl- 
vania Dutch country. 


In other parts of America trees 
were being trimmed with peanuts, 
cornucopias filled with candied seeds 
and fruits, sugar plums and blown- 
glass candle cups. Some dated ex- 
amples of these ornaments show 
them to have been in use early in the 
19th century. Unglazed porcelain 
doves, angels, and puppets were pop- 
ular about the middle of the century, 
as were the ornaments of chalk and 
wax molded largely in the form of 
fruits and vegetables but occasion- 
ally made to represent popular or 
holiday figures. There were also or- 
naments of lead, beads and scraps of 
tin, as well as the newer figures 
made of cotton batting, dressed and 
painted or decorated with paper faces 
and ornaments. Naturally, 
people still preferred the 
home-made favorites that consisted 
of swags of red cranberries, gilded 
paper cornucopias, painted nuts, 
strings of popcorn, apples, and the 
tangerine, more popularly known as 
the “glove orange.” 


By 1890 the fashionable tree was 
loaded down with gorgeous glass 
balls of all sizes that ranged in 
color from. varying shades of blue to 
lettuce green, and from rich gold and 
amber to silver mereury. Now and 
then a rare amethyst-colored ball ap- 
peared among the evergreen branch- 
es. Bunches of deep purple, silver, 
gold and green grapes were the 
most highly prized. Plums and ber- 
ry-like ornaments of glass were real- 
ly a later-day interpretation of the 
earlier sugar-plums of marzipan. 
The ‘wax, porcelain and plaster-of- 
paris ornaments of an earlier day had 
gradually been discarded over a per- 
iod of years in favor of the glass 
ornaments of more brilliant hue. 


Some of these glass ornaments 
were made in the United States but 
the great bulk of them came from 


December, 1947 


Germany. In most cases these orna- 
ments were of fine workmanship. 
Whole villages in Germany worked 
on Christmas orders and much of the 
work was done in the home where the 
ornaments were “blown on the rod.” 
Skilled glass blowers turned out the 
early glass ornaments, which often 
show mold marks and are of a much 
heavier and better quality than later 
glass ornaments. The stem and ring 
of each ornament was of delicately 
embossed brass and many times ex- 
hibited a design similar to that used 
on popular curtain tie-backs of the 
period. 


Candles were an essential part of 
every Christmas tree and were fast- 
ened to the tree by various methods. 
Early holders were of blown glass 
and some were apparently used both 
on the tree and as a Christmas light 
to be hung in the window. Blue, ruby 
and varying shades of green were 
the popular colors. These tiny lamps 
appeared later in pressed glass as did 
the small glass kerosene lamps which 
were fed by a tiny string witk and 
featured panels of different colored 
glass. However, candle holders of 
metal seem to have been in more 
general use. These ranged from 
simple circles of metal which served 
to grip the candle and hold it to the 
tree to the highly decorative holders 
shaped and colored to resemble tiny 
hands, fish and doves. Some holders 
were equipped with reflectors of 
metal which caught and magnified 
the light of the candles. Individual 
reflectors of a _ soft, silver-colored 
metal were often found hanging on 
the early trees. Later candle holders 
were weighted with wooden or metal 
balls and were designed to balance 
the holder and keep the candle up- 
right. Pictures of Christmas trees 
of the ’80’s and ’90’s show them. to be 
literally loaded with candles and a 
contemporary publication states that 
a twelve-foot tree to be adequately 
lighted should display at least 400 
candles! They also suggested that 
someone always be on hand armed 
with a long wand carrying a wet 
sponge. 


With the coming of the 20th cen- 
tury there were fewer of the older, 
heavier glass ornaments. Those that 
were being produced were not as 
carefully made and were of an en- 
tirely different quality. There were 
many more ornaments and a much 
greater variety of ornaments and 
certainly the colors were more varied 
and brilliant. The glass, however, 
was of a much lighter quality and 
easily broken. Windmills, tiny trol- 
ley cars, chariots drawn by doves 
and ethereal ‘creatures made of cut 
and impressed paper came from both 


‘France and Germany. Cut glass 


cornucopias. with silver tops hung 
from the trees, and the final dazzling 
touch was supplied by strings of 
tinsel draped about the branches. 
There was even talk of hanging elec- 
tric lights on the holiday tree in 
place of the old-style candles.

Mrs. Howatt conceived the idea of 
transforming the pool into a sunken 
garden and the water was drained. 
Then by a vast amount of ingenious 
planning, hard work, and artistic de- 
velopment of the theme, the sunken 
garden became a thing of great 
beauty. Potted palms and ferns, and 
a profusion of flowers were used. 
Parrots and parrakeets in cages ad- 
ded color and charm. The two sides 
of the Casino ballroom were used for 
dancing, with two orchestras. 

The ball was one of the most suc- 
sessful ever given locally, and one of 
the most beautiful, it is recalled. It 
brought the Ponce de Leon Celebra- 
tion Committee out of the red at that 
particular time, according to the re- 
collection of one citizen. 

People who have visited the Gard- 
ner Museum in Boston are familiar 
with the famous sunken garden 
there; also the concert hall, where 
artists of ability are presented from 
time to time.

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THE DOG AND PONY SHOW 


By A. MORTON SMITH 


The dog and pony show which 
flourished from the early 90’s to the 
20’s, was closely akin to the circus. 
It was an exhibition of skill in 
domestic animal training which de- 
lighted the youngsters. It was pre- 
sented in a ring under a big top and 
offered a street parade in traditional 
circus fashion. 

Some of the best known circus 
owners and managers of later years 
were graduates of the dog and pony 
shows, and some of the latter exhi- 
bitions were converted into full- 
fledged circuses as they flourished 
and expanded. 

This type of entertainment was 
advertised in typical circus style with 
lithographed pictorial posters, her- 
alds and couriers widely distributed, 
pieces that are now prized posses- 
sions of many collectors of circusi- 
ana. 

The dog and pony show appears to 
have entered the amusement field in 
the early 80’s. The oldest to our 
knowledge is Norris’ Equine and 
Canine Paradoxes, which was_ on 
tour in 1883, while Hurlburt’s Dog 
and Pony show was a Similar attrac- 
tion in the late 80’s. 

But this type of show came into its 
own principally as the result of the 
activities of an astute and aggressive 
showman’s development of the high- 
est type of dog and pony exhibition, 
which became exceedingly popular 
in the 90’s and made his name a 
household word the country over. 

He was Henry B. Gentry, who quit 
school in 1886 at the age of 17 to join 
Professor Morris, self-styled 
“world’s greatest trained animal

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showman,” and from him, Gentry 
learned the art of domestic animal 
training. After a few years, he pick- 
ed up a troupe of dogs from the 
streets of his home town, Blooming- 
ton, Ind., and upon training them, 
made his debut in the Bloomington 
opera house. 

Impressed with the _ enthusiastic 
manner in which his efforts to en- 
tertain were received, Gentry began 
his career with Prof. Gentry’s Fam- 
ous Dog and Pony Show, ‘which he 
operated so successfully that by 1897, 
it was traveling on 14 cars. 

Then in 1898, there were two Gen- 
try shows on the road and by 1901 
there were four, with Gentry’s three 
brothers, Walter, Will and Frank as 
managers. 

The Gentry shows followed much 
the same pattern. There were mili- 
tary ponies, the Schneider dog fam- 
ily, the monkey fire department, a 
dog that walked a high wire, a high 
diving simian, the monkey horse doc- 
tor, and trained pigs and goats. As 
the shows grew, trained elephants 
were added. 

But only animal actors, assisted by 
trainers took part in the perform- 
ance. The show’ parades were mark- 
ed by small, pony-drawn wagons in 
which dogs rode on pedestals, and 
monkeys manned fire wagons and 
Roman chariots. 

Because the performances were 
presented in one ring, the shows 
could set up on comparatively small 
lots which were then often available 
in the hearts of the business sections 
of metropolitan areas. Therefore, the 
Gentry shows invaded the largest 
cities in the land, exhibiting on as 
many as a dozen lots in scattered 
sections over a period of several 
weeks, and while doing so, garnering 
much favorable comment from. the 
press. 

Gentry advertised his show as “the 
only moral exhibition in the world 
under canvas. An educational festiv- 
al patronized and endorsed by the 
elite of the land.” 

Through 1906, there were two or 
more Gentry shows on the road, and 
thereafter the single show was ex- 
panded until it was a full-fledged cir- 
cus that was directed by its founder 
until 1916, when he retired from 
business. 

But retirement was short, for H. B. 
Gentry accepted the management of 
the Sells-Floto circus and ‘was owner 
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of Sparks circus for a brief period, 
before he revived his original dog 
and pony show in 1931, traveling on 
14 trucks. 


Associated with him were his son, 
Robert, and his remaining brother, 
Frank, and he gathered together a 
staff that included several execu- 
tives who worked for him back in the 
heyday of the Gentry regime. But 
the resurrection was ill-timed, com- 
ing as it did as the country was sink- 
ing deep into the throes of the de- 
pression and in 1934, the show dis- 
banded. 


Among the dog and pony show 
owners who became later prominent- 
ly identified with the circus was An- 
drew Downie. He started his show in 
1891 traveling by wagons and in 
1892 his dog and pony show moved 
by boat. He operated the Walter L. 
Main railroad circus for seven years 
and in 1926, established Downie 
Brothers motorized circus which ‘was 
operated until 1939. Leon Washburn, 
who had a dog and pony show in 
1902, was engaged in the circus 
business before and after that ven- 
ture. And George Sipe, who was 
owner and operator of Sipe, Dolan 
and Blake’s Dog and Pony show, 
which was absorbed by the Gentrys, 
had Sipe’s New Modern Circus on the 
road in later years. 


There were a few prominent dog 
and pony shows in the 90’s, but it 
was at the turn of the century, when 
the Gentry name was prominent 
throughout the outdoor show world, 
that dog and pony shows sprang up 
on every side. One of the larger at- 
tractions was the Otto Floto show, 
started in Denver, Colorado, in 1902 
by Tammen and Bonfils, publishers 
of the Denver Post, as a 10-car en- 
terprise. 


Other dog and pony shows en 
route that season include Miller, 
Fuller, Howard and Blake; E. 
Cannon, Craft’s, W. W. Cole’s, Dar- 
ling’s Dashing’s Rice’s, Hall and 
Long’s, and Hough and Houston, as 
well as Sipe, Dolan and Blake and 
Washburn’s. 


Some of these shows were only 
two-car railroad outfits, some were 
wagon caravans, with as few as five 
wagons carrying the entire show. 
None equalled the Gentry aggrega- 
tion in size or prestige. 


As the Gentrys went into the cir- 
cus field, leaving the dog and pony 
realm, to lesser lights, there were new 
titles coined every season. By 1913, 
the dog and pony show roster in- 
cluded Capt. J. G. Irwin’s, Mead’s, 
Perrine’s, Alderfer’s J. H. Boyer’s, 
Morrow Bros., Fowler and Clark’s, 
LeClair’s, Deuel’s, H. W. Freed’s, 
Stone’s, Richard Brothers’, E. P. 
Barlow’s and DeVaux’s. 


Some of these shows were operated 
by showmen who had previously had 
Uncle Tom’s Cabin, minstrels and 
other tented enterprises on the road. 
With tents, seats and rolling stock 
available, it was not difficult to hire 
animal trainers and invest in a few 
dogs and ponies, with the result that 
these attractions were quickly start-

“THE GYROSCOPE” 


CONDUCTED BY 
MECHOS MECHANIKOS 
(Leaflet published to accompany an ex- 
ample of the gyroscope which was 
manufactured and sold by _ Elliott 
Brothers, Opticians, etc., 30 Strand, 
London, W. C. England.

(EDITOR’S NOTE: While the leaflet 
which we quote in this article is not 
strictly an antique (not having been 
published in or before the year 1830— 
so far as we know—which is the point 
in time arbitrarily selected for the U. 
S. Customs in determining what is, 
and what is not, antique) we believe 
its Contents will be of interest to 
readers of HOBBIES, especially those 
who are mechanics, mechanical engi- 
neers, physicists, mathematicians, 
manufacturers, machine designers, 
draftsmen, etc. We quote it verbatim, 
and add a few explanatory remarks). 
“The phenomena of rotation form 

at the Same time a very interesting 

and difficult part of mechanical 
science. Even if the explanation 
were rendered more easy by divest- 
ing it of mathematical symbols, still 
the conceptions involved in the sub- 
ject would be too abstract for gener- 
al apprehension. Hence the utility of 

a means by which the facts may be 

clearly exhibited, and which may 

help to render conceptions of the sub- 
ject as definite as possible. 

“The Gyroscope is an instrument 
designed for this purpose, and ex- 
hibiting the facts in the most strik- 
ing form. In consists of a heavy 
solid wheel, turned with extreme ac- 
curacy on an axis which terminates 
in points, the centre of gravity of 
the wheel and axis being exactly at 
the middle of the line joining the 
extremities of the axis. These points 
are inserted into suitable sockets on 
opposite sides of a light but strong 
brass ring. At the extremities of the 
diameter of this ring, perpendicular 
to the axis, it is inserted into another 
ring in the same manner. By this 
means the central heavy wheel is 
obviously enabled to turn in any di- 
rection, and it will remain at rest in 
any position in which it may be plac- 
ed. The mode of suspension here 
used, called gymbals, is in fact equiv- 
alent to fixing the centre of gravity, 
and leaving the body free to move 
about it. The outer ring is sometimes 
replaced by a semi-circle, ‘which is 
placed with its diamete?’ horizontal, 
and by means of a vertical axis se- 
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cures the perfect mobility of the 
inner ring in any direction. 

“The wheel is made to rotate by 
pulling a string, which is» wound 
round the axis. A milled head fur- 
nishes a means by which the rapidity 
of the motion may be ascertained. 

“The experiments to be made with 
the instrument are the following:— 

“First Experiment. — When the 
wheel is in rapid rotation, detach the 
inner ring from the outer, lifting it 
carefully together with the revolv- 
ing solid which it supports; then, 
holding the ring firmly in one or 
both hands, attempt to change the 
position of the body. It will be 
found that when the solid is rapidly 
revolving, the difficulty of displace- 
ment is very great, and the displace- 
ment which is effected is perpendicu- 
lar to the direction of the force you 
apply. This is a phenomenon in it- 
self remarkable, and the explanation 
of it is the key to most of the other 
experiments with the instrument, and 
generally to the peculiarities of ro- 
tation, which it is intended to illus- 
trate. 


“Second Experiment. — Suspend 
the apparatus which you had remov- 
ed for the last experiment by a 
string attached at the outer part of 
the ring at the extremity of the axis 
of the revolving solid. The ring be- 
ing then placed in a horizontal posi- 
tion, the string held in the hand, and 
the apparatus left to pursue its own 
course, it will be seen, contrary to 
expectation, that the apparatus in- 
stead of falling straight down, as it 
would do if not rotating, retains its 
horizontal position, and at the same 
time marches round the string with 
a slow uniform movement. The 
string remains during this motion in 
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a vertical position. The external 
forces impressed on the solid in this 
case are the weight of the wheel act- 
ing downwards at its centre of grav- 
ity, and the force of the string, which 
is equal to the weight of the wheel, 
acting upwards at the point of sus- 
pension. This pair of forces would 
evidently produce a rotation about a 
horizontal line in the equator of the 
wheel, and we see that their effect 
is, like the forces applied in the first 
experiment, to make the axis of the 
wheel deviate towards this line. 


“Third Experiment. — Let the ap- 
paratus be released in its stand. 
Having set the wheel rotating, hang 
the smaller weight furnished with 
the instrument at the point where the

and Sarony & Major, that record vis- 
ually the Mexican War.” 

The Chicago Historical Society in 
presenting this print recently in its 
Westward Expansion Room, made 
some salient comments on this and 
four other Mexican War prints and 
pointed them out as of more than 
passing interest. We quote in part: 

“We refer particularly to four color 
prints entitled ‘Capture of Monterey,’ 
‘Battle of Palo Alto,’ ‘Bombardment 
of Vera Cruz,’ and ‘Gen. Scott’s En- 
trance into Mexico.’ Those who are 
familiar with the literature of the 
Mexican War will recognize these as 
separate prints made for a beautiful 
book that has long been a collector’s 
item—George Wilkins Kendall’s The 
War Between the United States and 
Mexico, Illustrated, with plates by 
Carl Nebel, New York and Philadel- 
phia, 1851. 

In calling attention to the prints 
and the one “The Storming of Chapul- 
tepec,” the Chicago Historical Society 
prints a picture of it on the front 
cover of its recent bulletin on Chi- 
cago History. 

It was pointed out by way of show- 
ing that prints do record history that 
about 100 years ago the Mexican War 
was finally being closed. After the 
Battle of Buena Vista, February 22- 
23, 1847, the American troops under 
Zachary Taylor controlled northern 
Mexico, and the fate of the country 
hung on the success or failure of 
Scott’s expedition from Vera Cruz to 
Mexico City. 

By early September, Scott had 
fought his way to the gates of Mex- 
ico’s capital. He decided to attack 
from the west. On September 8 he 
defeated Santa Anna in the Battle of 
Molino del Rey, but it was a costly 
victory and of little value. The key 
to the city was the fortified hill of 
Chapultepec, crowned by the heavy 
buildings of the military college. Scott 
made his assault on the morning of 
September 13 and after desperate 


fighting took the position. His troops ° 


drove on to the city itself, which 
Santa Anna evacuated during the 
night. At dawn, on the 14th, the 
Citadel surrendered, and for all prac- 
tical purposes the Mexican War was 
over. 

As anyone can see, it is pointed out, 
the print is strictly in the romantic 
tradition. Troops in immaculate uni- 
forms move forward in files which 
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even West Point-on-parade never 
achieves, officers brandish swords, men 
wave caps. To be sure, a consider- 
able number of soldiers are either 
dead or dying, but in such heroic at- 
titudes that the observer almost en- 
vies them.”

ed, and in many cases, as quickly 
liquidated. 

By the 20’s, dog and pony shows 
were few and far between. Among 
the titles recalled during that decade 
are Meyers Brothers, Robinson and 
Schindler’s and Benbar Brothers. 

Not since the demise of H. B. Gen- 
try’s second excursion into the dog 
and pony field, do we recall such an 
attraction having toured the country, 
although it might be assumed small 
troupes of dog and pony actors are 
still active in the outdoor amusement 
field, perhaps operating under dog 
and pony titles, but confining their 
engagements to small areas. 

It is safe to say, however, that the 
dog and pony show which flourished 
many years, has gone the way of the 
cirous parade and the wildest show, 
leaving only collection pieces in cir- 
cus enthusiasts’ possession to arouse 
memories of those interesting little 
exhibitions of animal intelligence and 
training.

string was applied in the preceding 
experiment. Then, if the fixed ver- 
tical circle be set free, this ‘weight 
with the whole apparatus will be 
carried round with a slow uniform 
rotation in a horizontal plane. The 
explanation of this will evidently be 
the same as that of the last experi- 
ment. 

“Fourth Experiment. — While 
things are in the condition just de- 
scribed, hang the heavier weight at 
the other end of the axis; the motion 
will then be reversed. 

“Fifth Experiment. — While the 
wheel is rapidly rotating, and the 
vertical semicircle perfectly free, 
hang the weight as in the third ex- 
periment, and while the apparatus is 
moving round, suddenly fix the ver- 
tical semicircle. The moment this is 
done the precessional motion ceases, 
and the weight falls as it would 
have done from the action of gravity 
if there had been no rotation. It ap- 
pears, then, from this experiment, 
that the supporting of the weight 
contrary to the natural effort of 
gravity is only effected by means of 
the rotation of the ring, when the 
accompanying precessional motion is 
not prevented. 

“Sixth Experiment. — In the last 
experiment it-appeared that when the 
precessional motion is prevented, the 
force applied to the axis has the 
same effect, whether the wheel be in 
rotation or not. To illustrate this 
further, remove the weight and set 
the ‘wheel in rotation. It will then be 
found that the wheel may be turned, 
as we may say ‘head over heels,’ as 
if it were not in rotation. 

“Seventh Experiment. — If the 
Gyroscope be constructed with ex- 
treme delicacy, it may, as Foucault 
discovered, be used to show the ro- 
tation of the Earth! The construc- 
tion of such a Gyroscope, however, is 
a matter of great difficulty.

Clothes worn throughout the cen- 
turies play a vital role not only in 
fashion but in history, art and an- 
tiquity. 

Would Cleopatra have been as 
politically powerful had she _ not 
draped herself seductively in reveal- 
ing silks, and encircled her wrists 
and, throat with viperous gold trink- 
ets? 

Later in history we find the ornate 
finery worn by royalty during the 
French Revolution period incited the 
hatred which set the spark of rebel- 
lion aflame. 

Museums gradually have become 
aware of the value of clothing as an 
exhibit and today have made it pos- 
sible for the visitor to absorb a 
wealth of historical data as well as 
great pleasure from displays of 
clothing worn throughout the cen- 
turies. 

The development of clothing fol- 
lows the lines of mankind’s great mi- 
grations. Displaced Mongol tribes 
brought trousers to the Philippine 
Islanders. Pants, as we wear them, 
came to us from the Arctic Circle. 
Our ancestors fought the War of 
Independence in French Culottes, but 
our independent American Indians 
never adopted trousers; the nearest 
they came to them was a combina- 
tion of high buckskin leggings and a 
minute breech-clout. Highlanders 
naturally incline toward kilts — wit- 
ness the Greeks, ancient and modern, 
and the Scottish clans. 

As clothes evolve we find them 
growing more complicated and more 
ornamental, emphasizing one ana- 
tomical area to accent another: full 
trousers to give value to an athletic 
torso; the bustle to set off the bust; 
panniers to draw attention to a slim 
waist; wide-skirted man’s coats con- 
trasting with molded knee-breeches 
and turned calf. 

Shoes wander perhaps as far from 
natural forms as any article of ap- 
parel — except hats. Foot coverings

lead you from supple wrapped san- 
dals that embrace the foot, through 
curly toed Persian slippers and 
Turkish baboosh, to Louis XV spike 
heels, studded with jewels. 

Among high clogs worn variously 
to keep the feet dry, to make them 
look small and to lengthen the leg 
line, enchanting Syrian clogs, plated 
with repousse silver, announce their 
entrance with a tiny clash of festoon- 
ed symbals. Venetian chopins — real- 
ly upholstered mules set on stilt- 
pedestals look practical for station- 
ary hostess wear only. A modern 
American version of the Chinese 
clog shows a black satin footglove 
mounted on a vertical scaffolding of 
lacquered wood. 

Clothes do not always make the 
man, but man did make the clothes. 
Clothes directly mirror man’s life. 
They reflect his character and philo- 
sophy, as well as his physique; indi- 
cate his geographical origin, climate 
and enviroment. And of all the arts, 
that of costuming is perhaps the 
most universally understood and en- 
joyed. We are brothers not only 
“under skin”, but in our ways of 
covering it. Side by side stand two 
ceremonial coats. Both are in velvet, 
both lavishly embroidered with gold 
braid. The emerald green coat be- 
longed to an Indian Prince; the royal 
purple to an Albanian nobleman — 
they might have come from the same 
wardrobe.

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Donors May Benefit 
From New Legislation 


Friends of art and of the newly 
born Lightner Museum are noting 
with great interest a bill which ‘would 
permit purchasers of foreign art 
‘works to bring them into the country 
duty-free provided the works were 
marked for donation to American 
museums. 


The proposed legislation, H. R. 
4328, introduced recently by the Hon. 
Frances P. Bolton of Ohio, would 
amend paragraph 1547 of the Tariff 
Act of 1930, chapter 4, title 19, which 
places duty of 20 per cent ad valorum 
on (a) works of art including paint- 
ings, drawings, sculpture, prints, and 
(b) such objects (whether or not 
works of art) suitable as designs for 
use in manufacture. 


The amendment would strike out 
the words in the parenthesis and add 
to parts (a) and (b) the qualifica- 
tion: “provided, that such works of 
art, imported for the sole purpose of 
donation to museums or to other 
public collections for display free of 
charge, shall be admitted free of 
duty.” 


This information is drawn from 
“The Museum News,” from which 
also we quote the following remarks 
of Legislator Bolton, originally ap- 
pearing in the Appendix of the Con- 
gressional Record. 

“One of the great crises of our 
times is the short supply of dollars 
in the hands of«foreign nations... 
A course of action open to us is to 
put more dollars in the hands of 
foreigners by stimulating the pur- 
chase of works of art by American 
citizens . . . I propose, therefore, as 
one method by which we can ameli- 
orate the dollar crisis, this: When- 
ever an American citizen buys works

of art abroad for donation to a pub- 
lic institution, he shall be permitted 
to deduct sums expended for this 
purpose from. his income tax. . 

“This would cause an unascertain- 
able but not devastation loss of 
revenue to the Treasury ... To the 
extent that private dollars are sent 
abroad, the need for Treasury or 
public dollars is diminished; and 
this, in turn, diminishes our tax 
burden. 

“It has always been the policy of 
our Government to encourage the 
dissemination of knowledge and ex- 
tend the Nation’s cultural boundaries 

It is, then, merely an extension 
of our principle of encouraging the 
dissemination of knowledge, to pro- 
pose that special incentives be offer- 
ed to our citizens to import works of 
art for donation to public institu- 
tions. 


“Works of art have always been for 
sale in the markets of the world. 
Some of them pass through many 
hands for centuries before they come 
finally to rest in public museums. 
They then become part of the patri- 
mony of the nation. But we want 
nothing to do with purchases of art 
from governments ... We do not 
want to strip any nation of a frac- 
tion of its cultural patrimony, even 
if a nation hard-pressed should be 
tempted to part with it. What I pro- 
pose therefore has to do only with 
the course of the art business as it 
has been pursued for centuries with 
an incentive given to the American 
citizen who would enrich the culture 
of his country by donating his pur- 
chases to a public institution of his 
own selection.”

Ethics For Curators 


A code of ethics for art directors 
and curators has been drawn up by 
the Association of Art Museum Di- 
rectors, says “The Museum News,” 
publication of the American Museum 
Association. 

“The position of a museum direc- 
tor or curator is a professional one, 
requiring disinterestedness and pub- 
lic responsibility. Its exercise is ac- 
cordingly regarded as incompatible 
with dealing in works of art or with 


expertise or appraisal of works of, 


art for a fee. 


“It is unprofessional for a museum 
director or curator: 1. To engage 
directly or indirectly in dealing in 
works of art, whether by purchase 
and sale or on commission. 2. To 
recommend for purchase whether to 
his own museum or to other persons, 
any work of art in which he has an 
undisclosed financial interest, or for 
him to accept any commission or gift 


from the seller. 3. To give any cer- 
tificate or written statement for a 
fee, as to the authenticity or author- 
ship or monetary value of a work 
of art. 


“In the case of members of the 
Association of Art Museum Direc- 
tors, infractions of these canons of 
professional conduct, when duly 
established, render the member sub- 
ject to discipline by reprimand, sus- 
pension, or expulsion from the asso- 
ciation.”

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PRIMITIVE CARRIERS

All history of the ancients is woven 
with legends of fiery chariots and 
heavenly wagons. Ancients believed 
vehicles were used by the gods and 
paid homage to them by picturing 
them in golden chariots racing the 
sun, moon, stars or whatever required 
the zeal. 

Jupiter and Minerva were trans- 
ported in chariots drawn by horses; 
Ademetus, by lions and wild boars; 
Cybele, by lions; Diana, by stags; 
Bacchus, by panthers; Ceres, by 
winged dragons; Juno, by peacocks; 
Neptune, by sea horses; Pluto, by 
black horses; Sun, by seven horses 
(7 days of the week), and Venus, by 
doves. 

The use of chariots dates to very 
ancient times. Over 5700 years ago, 
Sharrykin, King of Agade in the 
Mesopotamian valley, speaks of a 
warlike excursion in chariots to the 
west, to the Sea of the Setting Sun, 
the Mediterranean. In the invasion 
of Syria by the Egyptians 2500 years 
ago, chariots of bronze and gold were 
captured at Megiddo. ¥Figlath Pileser, 
who reigned 1200 B.c., recounts the 
capture of 120 in a campaign in Nairo 
country north of Assyria. 

An Assyrian monarch, Asshurbini- 
pal recounts in 650 B.c. how he was 
hauled to the temple in a chariot 
drawn by captive kings. Xenophon 
tells us that Abradates, Prince of 
Susa, in 540 B.c. used in battle be- 
tween Cyrus and Croesus near Sardis, 
a chariot with four poles and eight 
horses. Xerxes, while invading Greece 
used a four-wheeled wagon in com- 
mon with his chariot. This is prob- 
ably the first mention of ‘wagon.” 

The chariot corps of the Egyptians 
constituted a great portion of their 
army. The Egyptian chariot of 300 
B.C. was built of birch and iron. The 
spokes were generally-.round, and the 
floor of woven rushes. However, 
from manuscripts and inscriptions we 
find the best chariots of the ancients 
were made of bronze. 

The Egyptian chariot made of 
wood, contained two persons, the war- 
rior and the charioteer. These were 
drawn by horses, harnessed to the 
vehicle by a single trace and con- 
trolled by lines attached to the bit or 
snaffle. Its two wheels with six spokes 
were fixed to the axle by a small pin. 
For driving, the Egyptians used a 
short whip, the stock being a short 


slick round wood handle with one or 
two thongs. 


Traces were styled on the inner 
side of each horse, fastened to the 
lower part of the pole and extended 
to the saddle. No exterior trace was 
considered necessary and no provision 
was made for fastening it to the 
vehicle. 

In war chariots a large ball was 
placed on a shaft projecting above the 
saddle, which was supposed to be con- 
nected with the reins, thus giving 
greater power to the driver by per- 
mitting him to draw them over the 
groove in the center. 

The harness of curricles was simi- 
lar and the pole was supported by a 
curved yoke fixed to its extremity by 
a strong pin and bound with thongs 
of leather. 

The yoke rested on a small, well 
paddled saddle firmly fitting into the 
groove of metal. The saddle rested 
on the horse’s withers and was fin- 
ished with girths and breast band 
surmounted by an ornamental knob. 
In front of it was a small hook which 
secured the bearing rein. 

Other reins passed through a thong 
or ring at the side of the saddle and 
thence over the ertremity of the yoke. 
The same thong secured the girths 
and sometimes was attached to them. 
Blinkers were unknown, but a severe 
bit was used, which was more of a 
snaffle than a curb. 

Horsemen in the time of Alexander 
(332 B.c.) used no stirrups. They 
vaulted to the saddles by a transfer 
bar attached to spears. The Persians 
used the shoulder of a slave. 

Caesar tells us the price of a war 
chariot in Solomon’s time (1015 B.c.), 
was 600 shekels of silver ($300). Cas- 
sivelauns, after dismissing his other 
forces retained fewer than 40,000 
war chariots about his person. 

Emperior Tiberius, speeding to his 
dying brother is said to have used 
three relays of chariots, traveling 200 
miles per day. 
sion Marcus Aurelius Antonius or- 
dered his court to drive chariots 
drawn by wild stags through the por- 
ticos of the palace, the marble floors 
of which were sprinkled with gold 
and silver dust and he once took part 
in a race in which the jewel-studded 
chariots were drawn by elephants and 
camels. 

It is not known whether the chariot 
race originated in Egypt, but it is 
thought by historians that the cele- 


On one special oc- . 
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bration of games similar to Greece 
were unknown previous to the Mace- 
donian conquest. 

The only hippodromes were at Alex- 
andria and the Roman ‘town of An- 
tonoe in upper Egypt.

For on another day and when char- 
iots were to try their speed at sunrise, 
he (Orestes) enters with many char- 
ioteers. One was Achen, one from 
Sparta, two masters of yoked cars 
were Libyans. Orestes, driving Thes- 
salian mares came 5th among them. 
The 6th was from Aetolia, with chest- 
nut colts, a Magnesian was 7th, the 
8th with white horses was of Aenian 
stock, the 9th from Athens and the 
10th a Boetian. 

They took stations where umpires 
placed them by lot and ranged the 
cars. Then at the sound of a brazen 
trumpet they were off. All shouted 
to their horses and shook the reins. 
The whole course was filled with rat- 
tling chariots each striving to pass 
the wheels and snorting steeds of 
their rivals. 

The Athenian’s hard mouthed colts 
ran away, dashing themselves head- 
long against the team of the Barcean. 
Shock upon shock, crash on crash till 
the whole race-ground of Crisa was 
strewed with wrecked chariots. 

Orestes, driving last, saw the Ath- 
enian alone and gave chase. He slack- 
ened his left rein while his horse was 
turning and struck the edge of the 
pillar breaking the axie box in twain. 
He was thrown over the chariot rail 
and caught in the reins and dashed to 
death. His body was immediately 
burned on a pyre by chosen men of 
Phoecis and the ashes brought in a 
bronze urn to be buried in his home- 
land.

Doing What 
Comes Naturally 


A recent story in the Richmond, 
Ind., Palladium, call attention to the 
time interests of one of its local citi- 
zens, one Parry Marshall, who has 
been tinkering with clocks for more 
than 40 years, not only repairing 
them, but actually making the time- 
piece. 

Now the Marshall home is chock- 
ful of clocks of all sizes, shapes and 
appearances. There are clocks of all 
kinds hanging on the walls or rest- 
ing on tables, each ticking away in a 
rhythm all its own. 

Among the clocks which Mr. Mar- 
shall has made himself is one which 
he winds every six months. This 
“semi-yearly clock,” as he ealls it, 
“has 24 different places to wind,” Mr. 
Marshall explained. 


Operates For 400 Days 

Another of Mr. Marshall’s clocks 
operates for over 400 days without 
rewinding. 

But his “pride and joy” is a large 
wall-type clock which he winds in 15 
different places every eight days. “It 
took me from 25 to 30 years before 
I got just what I wanted,” Mr. Mar- 
shall recalled. 

The unusual thing about this 
clock is that it not only gives the 
regular standard time but the time 
also can be determined by several 
other ways. 

First of all, Mr. Marshall has made 
the clock so that it has a hand that 
tells the solar time. Solar time, he 
explained, is about 22 minutes and 22 
seconds ahead of standard time. 

Sort of a “mechanical almanac,” 
the clock also has the time of moon 
changes, the day, the month, the sun, 
and the zodiac. Mr. Marshall made 
various parts of this clock, including 
the sheet brass hangs and some of 
the tiny wheels. 


Two Sets Of Chimes 


Another thing which makes this 
clock so different from the ordinary 
timepiece is that it has chimes which 
ring for the two separate times, 
standard and solar. 

Chimes for the standard time ring 
every 15 minutes, followed by tone

signals giving the time. For the 
solar time, the chimes play on the 
hour and half hour, also followed by 
the tone signals for the solar time. 
Two different “tunes” are played by 
the chimes in the standard and solar 
times. 


One thing which has puzzled Mr 
Marshall for some time is whether 
or not the two polar forces have any 
effect on his clock. Since he has lived 
at his present address, he has had the 
clock on a wall so that the pendulum 
swings north and south. 


Mr. Marshall took no training in 
clock repairing or building at schools, 
but the knack “just came naturally.”

The Bily Clock 


We are not positive as to who said 
the man who could build a better 
mousetrap would attract the world to 
his door, but we do know that Bily

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EMERALD AND RUBY LORE 


By ISOBEL GORDON 


At. Christmas time the lover, to 
show his devotion to the lady of his 
choice, will often choose a jewel for 
her delight. It is probable he will 
wish to present her with a ruby while 
she, secretly, may prefer an emerald. 
Either one is listed among the so 
designated “four precious stones”. 


From ancient times the ruby has 
been coveted. Burma is known as the 
home of the true ruby and the King 
of Burma used to be called “Lord of 
Rubies” and claimed the large rubies 
found in the Burma mines. 


Marco Polo tells us that the King 
of Ceylon had the finest ruby ever 
seen. “It is a span long, as thick as 
a man’s arm, and without a flaw”. 
Kublai-Khan offered the value of a 
city for it, but the king answered 
that he would not part with it if all 
the treasures of the ‘world were laid 
at his feet. Besides being called the 
philosopher’s stone, the ancients con- 
sidered the ruby to be an antidote of 
poison, to preserve persons from 
plague, to repress the ill effects of 
luxuries, and to divert the mind from 
evil thoughts. In Episeepal rings the 
ruby is used in uncut form as indi- 
cating “glory”. 


Color is not always a true guide to 
value. As a rule the true ruby is 
blood-red, sometimes called “pigeon 
blood”; the spinel ruby is scarlet; 
and the minor variety, the balas ruby, 
is rose-red. 


Cellini declared the value of the 
ruby to be eight times that of the 
diamond. Uncut rubies have been 
worn by both savage races and cul- 
tured women with good effect as they 
look wonderfully well on lace and 
light-colored fabrics. A ruby or an 
emerald if larger than ten carats, if 
flawless and of fine color, is so rare 
that it is considered of a higher value 
than the fine diamond, of the same 
size. Very rarely a ruby will show 
a six-rayed star; but the cloudy ap- 
pearance makes it less valuable than 
the clear ruby. There is, however, a 
star ruby weighing one hundred car- 
ats, and said to be the largest known 
of its kind, in the American Museum 
of Natural History. It is named, as 
most famous stones are, The Edith 
Haggin de Long Star in honor of the 
lady who presented it to the Museum. 
Many of us do not know that mubies 
are found in this country too; there 
are some which come from the Cowee 
Valley, Macon County, North Caro- 


lina, and are known as the “Cowee 
Creek” rubies. 

During Cleopatra’s time the Emer- 
ald mines of Upper Egypt became 
famous. Since then mines of emer- 
alds have been found in South Amer- 
ica, Mexico (where in Prescott’s 
Conquest of Mexico, we find mention 
of the large brilliant emeralds which 
the Aztecs had carved in charming 
shapes of fishes and flowers), Aus- 
tralia, Siberia, New South Wales, and 
some have been found in the United 
States. 

Emeralds were familiar in ancient 
times and are mentioned in the Bible, 
in Exodus is one instance. Often the 
stone was sliced and the flat pieces 
were then mounted without any 
further cutting. The Greeks cut their 
emeralds flat too and delighted in 
using the jewel to ornament the 
head of their walking sticks. Herod- 
itus and Plato both mention emeralds 
and in Pliny’s day the emerald was 
treasured above the ruby. For the 
members of the clergy, the emerald, 
green like the verdure of the earth, 
meant tranquility. Rare indeed is the 
flawless emerald and its highest 
standard of color is the clear deep 
green. Sometimes there is found a 
green garnet which is mistaken for 
the emerald.

HIPOLITO LAZARO — Puritani:

The Puritani aria, in its original 
Columbia edition, has long been in 
keen demand among collectors who 
prize it both as a record rarity (it 
was never previously issued in this 
country) and as a spectacular show 
piece. Those who thrill to unusually 
high tenor notes will certainly not 
want to be without it, for Viena fra 
questa braccia calls for a note even 
above the high C that is customarily 
the topmost tone an operatic tenor is 
expected to deliver. Indeed, over-en- 
thusiastic collectors have sometimes 
liked to believe that Lazaro sings a 
high F on this disc. Without a pitch- 
pipe, I cannot swear to anything, but 
more sober authorities say the note is 
a D natural. At any rate, it’s a high 
one, no doubt about it, and our hero 
holds onto it for all he’s worth. I 
would not say that he takes it entirely 
without effort, but he takes it, and 
even rips off several more notes al- 
most as high, including a C, before 
the record reaches its final groove. 
Otherwise, Lazaro’s performance of 
this brief aria is distinguished by its 
spirit and its grace. The tenor’s Di 
quella pira on the reverse appeals to 
me less and [ find in it nothing par- 
ticularly outstanding. 

Hipolito Lazaro was born in Barce- 
lona, 1889, and made his debut, with 
almost no vocal training, at the Tea- 
tro Novedades in that city, about 
1910. After study in Milan with E. 
Colli, a tenor who recorded for Zono- 
phone prior to 1905, Lazaro sang at 
the London Coliseum in 1912 under 
the name Antonio Manuele. In 1913 
he sang under his own name at La 
Scala and soon became world famous. 
He was a great favorite in South and 
Central America. A member of the 
Metropolitan Opera for several sea- 
sons, he made his debut in that thea- 
tre in January, 1918, as the Duke in 
Rigoletto.

It is a pleasure to review these 
fine examples of Riccardo Stracciari’s 
magnificent singing. Originally they 
were Fonotipia discs, not nearly as 
well known to American collectors as 
his Columbias, and thus definitely 
worth revival in re-recorded form. The 
Italian baritone’s voice sounds very 
brilliant on both discs—a little thin 
in the Tosca selections, perhaps, but 
in the Verdi arias the tone is rounder 
and fuller and more like the Strac- 
ciari voice most of us know and _ad- 
mire so warmly in his acoustic and 
electric Columbia recordings. I have 
been told that in the early days of his 
career, when he first sang for Fono- 
tipia, his voice was almost too bril- 
liant, and somewhat marred by ex- 
cessive vibrato. Later, evidently, his 
production improved and his tone be- 
came remarkable for its rare com- 
bination of darkness and brilliance. 
Perhaps, therefore, the difference in 
the sound of* these two recordings 
could be attributed to the possibility 
that the Puccini bits were recorded 
earlier than the label. indicates. At 
any rate, they are vividly rendered 
and well worth having. The pieces 
from Ernani are more suited to per- 
formance as isolated excerpts and in 
them Stracciari is heard at his thrill- 
ing best. In Lo vedremo he is assisted 
by a light-weight basso whose identity 
is not given on the label. This re- 
cord I recommend especially to those 
whose ears are hungry for the sound 
of a great Italian baritone in the full 
prime of his voice—something which 
is sorely lacking in American opera- 
tic productions of the present day. 
Incidentally, the quality of the re- 
recording in these CRS releases de- 
serves the highest praise. The repro- 
duction is clear, brilliant and forward, 
with a minimum of surface noise. 
The pressings are a shellac compound, 
not plastic.

A Pickup That Plays Both Lateral 


And Vertical Cut Discs 
Electrically 

The rich field of hill-and-dale 
Pathe and Edison discs is closed to 
the majority of record collectors be- 
cause of the difficulty of reproduc- 
ing them properly and conveniently 
on standard equipment. The high 
quality of these vertical-cut discs is, 
of course, generally recognized, and 
they would be far more popular with 
collectors if only they were easier to 
reproduce. Needles for playing Edi- 





son and Pathe discs ‘with ordinary 
pickups have never been very satis- 
factory. The remarkable Woodymay 
pickup requires an entire Edison 
phonograph for its proper use, so 
that for the average collector the 
hill-and-dale problem was discourag- 
ing. Recently, however, the situation 
has been eased by C. O. Sims, Jr. 
(Box 741, South Miami, Florida), 
who has designed a pickup that will 
play both vertical and lateral cut 
discs. Costing but little more than 
the standard pickup of comparable 
tonal quality, it requires only a 
simple, easily made adjustment to 
switch from lateral to vertical posi- 
tion. The arm is very light and 
beautifully balanced with a swivel 
joint, so that needle wear is practi- 
cally negligible. For those who pre- 
fer a separate pickup just for ver- 
tical cut discs, Mr. Sims makes one 
which costs less than the dual pur- 
pose arm, but probably most record 
enthusiasts will be more interested in 
acquiring a single pickup that will 
do the work of two. Further infor- 
mation may be obtained directly 
from Mr. Sims himself.

Mary Garden Addenda 


Howard Barnes, Jr., author of the 
article on Mary Garden and her re- 
cordings which appeared in the Sep- 
tember issue of this magazine, 
writes that he has come to the cpin- 
ion that her Edison cylinders were 
recorded nearer to 1905 than to 
1908, as had been supposed previ- 
ously. “They cannot have been made 
earlier,” he states, “because Chérubin 
was first produced in February of 
that year, and recordings are not 
generally permitted before the initial 
performance. The latest the date 
could be is early 1906, because in 
May of that year Garden joined the 
Paris Opéra. On the cylinders she 
announces herself, as you recall, as 
‘Madamoiselle Garden de_ 1’Opéra- 
Comique’, and thus I am inclined to 
think that her cylinders must have 
been made while she was still a 
member of that organization and be- 
fore she joined the Opera. After all, 
the Opéra has always been more im- 
portant, really, than the Opéra- 
Comique, and if she had been a mem- 
ber of the Opéra at the time of re- 
cording she undoubtedly would have 
put that fact on record.” 

“An English correspondent,” adds 
Mr. Barnes, “has supplied two more 
unpublished titles for the Mary 
Garden discography — two songs by 
Reynaldo Hahn on one 10-inch single 
side: My Ship and The Swing. The 
matrix number is BVE 36753; the 
recording date is November 3, 1947, 
the same as that of her published 
recording of the Resurrection air.” 
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FAVORITE PIONEER RECORDING ARTISTS 
The “Cheapest Talking Machine” 


By ULYSSES (JIM) WALSH 


My being a writer about the 
pioneer days of the recording indus- 
try has caused me to receive a great 
many interesting questions concern- 
ing what might be termed “the odds 
and ends of the phonograph.” 

Among these questions are: “What 
was the largest record ever made?” 
and “What was the smallest?” 

The largest records ever made for 
ordinary commercial sale appear to 
have been the products of Pathé 
Freres and the Neophone company. 
Pathé was originally a French firm 
with branches throughout the world, 
and Neophone was formed in Eng- 
land in 1904 by Dr. A. Michaelis, a 
Swiss scientist. It was in existence 
only a few years, but was the first 
company to make a _hill-and-dale 
disc record to be played with a sap- 
phire point. Pathé followed suit in 
1906 with an improved record of the 
same type. 

Both Neophone and Pathé made 
20-inch discs, consisting of operatic 
arias or overtures. I have never 
seen any of these records, but since 
they were four inches larger in size 
than present-day 16-inch radio trans- 
criptions they certainly must have 
had the appearance of giants. Be- 
cause of their “coarse” cut, with the 
grooves much wider apart than in 
ordinary records, their playing dura- 
tion was not in keeping with their 
size. It was, I believe, about ten 
minutes to a side. 

The smallest records --know of 
that were made for ordinary sale 
were the Little Wonder single-faced 
variety, on the American market from 
1915 to 1920. They were 5% inches 
in diameter and were ritade by the 
Columbia company. I suspect they 
were dubbed from Columbia records, 
but their playing time was only 
about half that of a Columbia 10-inch 
disc, and their volume was consider- 
ably less. Names of the artists were

not given on the tinv labels. 

I believe Jack Norworth, the fa- 
mous comedian and song writer and 
perhaps the nation’s foremost collec- 
tor of miniature objects, has a play- 
able record of his song, “Shine On, 
Harvest Moon,” made especially for 
him, which is ‘only a half-inch in di- 
ameter. But that of course could not 
be considered in the class of records 
offered for public sale. 

Many families used to pride them- 
selves on owning a single-faced Vic- 
tor record of the Lucia Sextette sung 
by Caruso and other famous artists. 
Since the disc cost $7, having it to 
show to astonished visitors ‘was con- 
sidered something of a mark of dis- 
tinction. That may have been the 
most expensive single-faced record, 
but I believe Columbia for a brief 
time offered a double-faced one at 
$7.50. The Little Wonder records 
sold for ten cents, about as low a 
price as anyone could expect to pay, 
but in the early 1930’s the Wool- 
worth five-and-ten cent stores also 
sold double-faced Madison records,

The most expensive acoustic phon- 
ograph ever produced for sale by 
dealers probably was a “Gothic” 
model of the New Edison Diamond 
Disc, which was listed in a 1920 Edi- 
son catalogue. To obtain one you 
were asked to pay a mere $6,000. 
I have never seen one of these ex- 
traordinary instruments, but judg- 
ing from the picture it must have 
been about the size of an ordinary 
house. 

And, by a process of reversion, 
that brings up the question, ‘What 
was the cheapest phonograph?” and 
leads us to the subject of the present 
article. 

Not long ago,:William A. Dyer, 
Jr., general martager of the Indiana- 
polis Star, was looking through files 
of old correspondence, when he came 
upon a letter which had been written 
to the Star on May 28, 1915, by the 
Excello Novelty Company, Inc, 
“manufacturers of advertising novel- 
ties, toys, metal specialties, etc., 
1427 to 1433 Catherine Street, Phila- 
delphia, Pa.” 

The letter suggested that the Star 
might be interested in obtaining a 
supply of the firm’s Excello Talking 
Machine, “deseribed in the enclosed 
circular,” for distribution as a prem- 
ium with subscriptions. The price 
was given as 65 cents each, F. O. B. 
Philadelphia. 

Thinking I would be interested in 
this glimpse of one phase of the 
phonograph’s picturesque past, Mr. 
Dyer sent me the circular, which is 
reproduced herewith. On the margin 
of the letter from the Excello com- 
pany, someone had written: “Mr. 
Payne: It looks like a fake to me. 
Did you ever see one?” 

As it happened, this device, which 
came close to being the least ex- 
pensive phonograph ever made, was 
not a fake. It was one of several 
machines of similar type then being 
produced in and around Philadelphia, 
and possibly all being made in the 
same factory. About a year ago I had 
and opportunity of examining bound 
volumes of the Philadelphia Press for 
1915 and 1916, and found a large 
number of advertisements of “talk- 
ing machines” of this kind. 

There was something of a price 
war going on while the sale of the 
toy instruments lasted. This same 
Excello machine was being advertis- 
ed for 50 cents plus 15 cents for 
postage — a better price than the 
“65 cents F. O. B. Philadelphia,” 
which had been quoted to the Star. 

A phonograph was being offered 
at the same price by the Standard 
Talking Machine Company, of 845 
Broad street, Newark, while the 
Manifone Talking Machine company, 
of 434 Market street, Philadelphia, 
wanted $1 for one. If you were am-

bitious to get up into the “higher 
brackets,” the Concertphone Talking 
Machine company, 134 South Ninth 
Street, Philadelphia, would sell you 
one for $6, described as “the lowest- 
priced talking machine with high 
quality tone,” and as being the equal 
of instruments exorbitantly priced at 
from $15 to $25. You also could pay 
$6 for a record player from the Lin- 
coln Talking Machine company, of 
Pleasantville, N. J. The advertisers 
boasted it was capable of playing a 
12-inch record without rewinding. 
The American talking machine, of- 
fered by the Husted Manufacturing 
company, of 1039 South Seventeenth 
Street, Philadelphia, was in the same 
price range as the Excello, but the 
real rock-bottom price must have 
been offered by the Ford Talking 
Machine company, of 2805 German- 
town, Philadelphia, whose price was 
only 45 cents plus 15 cents postage. 
Surely, no one could expect to buy a 
good “graphophone” for much less 
than that. Anybody who would have 
balked at that price probably would 
have objected to paying one cent a 
share for stock of the Amalgamated 
Oil company, of Oklahoma City, 
which was running some fervent 


full-page ads in the Press!

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AN CIENT DOLLS OF THE NATIVITY 


By BETH GONCIAR 


Each year worshippers flock to the 
churches during Christmas week to 
gaze upon a tiny model of the Christ 
Child lying in an improvised stable. 

This representation of the Nativity 
is by no means a modern observance. 
The most beautiful story in history 
has long been told with dolls. As far 
back as the Middle Ages, the re-en- 
actment of the Nativity was drama- 
tized with marionettes in the church- 
es, and therefore was the origin of 
the Passion Play. 

In Italy, from the seventh cen- 
tury, the Basilica Liberiana of Santa 
Maria Maggiore in Rome, was called 
“Santa Maria ad Praesepe” (‘‘Prae- 
sepio” meaning doll-figures of the 
Nativity). At Christmas time a re- 
presentation of the Nativity was ex- 
hibited in one of the chapels of the 
Basilica. Later Gregory IV used it 
for a model constructed in San Maria 
in Trastivere. 

The Praesepio translates in detail 
the Biblical narrative of the birth of 
Jesus, usually including the Annunc- 
ciation, the Nativity in the stable at 
Bethlehem, and the tavern. 

In the Annunciation, the shepherds 
are portrayed sleeping with their 
flocks around them. The Nativity 
shows the birth of Jesus and the 
Eastern kings paying homage. The 
tavern is a replica of a ‘wayside inn 
of Italian design. 

Throughout the ages the Infant 
Jesus has been represented in vari- 
ous modes of attire. In some groups 
he lies naked in a manger or upon 
the lap of his Blessed Mother. In 
others he wears a wadded cap tied 
round with a _ kerchief turban-wise 
and a stripped gown wound about 
with bits of ribbon or cloth in the 
style which infants of Southern Eu- 
rope are dressed. 

Cold countries of the world por- 
tray the memorable scene in a 
thatched stable with snow and icicles 
hanging from the roof and animals 
within breathing upon the infant to 
warm him. Mild climates, depict the 
scene in open air with sunny moun- 
tain slopes or barren stretches for 
the setting. In 1223 St. Francis of 
Assisi constructed a Nativity scene 
of this design and accompanied it 
with preaching to his followers. 

The modelling of Nativity figures 
reached the peak of the great arts 
in Italy. Naples has always been re- 
nowned for making the dolls until 
the early twentieth century ‘when 
the art fell into a decline. 

The bodies of some of the early 
Italian dolls are constructed of rags 


to afford pliability, and the heads 
are molded of terra cotta. Often the 
figures are fashioned of papier 
mache or carved out of wood. The 
two most famous modelers of these 
figures were Guiseppe Sammartino 
(1720-1793) and Guiseppe Gori, his 
follower. 

The costuming of these figures are 
superb representations of peasant 
costumes of the period of design. 

Charles II of Bourbon, King of 
Naples, fashioned a Praesepio with 
his own hands in 1760. The Queen 
made the costumes for the figures 
from her richly embroidered gar- 
ments. The best artists of the city 
were hired to make the figures, with 
peasants from the locality acting as 
models. Five hundred figures of 
people and two hundred animals 
formed out of wood and wax. When 
the setting ‘was completed, it was 40 
feet wide and 25 feet deep. As late 
as the beginning of World War II 
this representation of the Nativity 
was on display in a historical muse- 
am. of near Naples. 

Enrico Caruso, the Italian opera 
singer owned a rare collection of 
Nativity dolls. However, this ‘was 
not unusual. Wealthy people of the 
Latin countries as a rule own sets of 
Nativity figures and the _ back- 
grounds. 

Until the outbreak of the second 
World War, fine collections of Na- 
tivity figures were found in the mu- 
seums of Munich, Florence and in 
many parts of southern Europe. 

The Nativity figures illustrated 
on page 36 are exquisite examples of 
plastic art, eight to ten inches in 
height. Originally they came from 
the home of Prince Massimo of Rome 
and were exhibited at the castle of 
Sant Angelo. They are a part of the 
W. B. Thayer collection at the Uni- 
versity of Kansas.

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Character Dolls in 
St. Augustine 


When Edith Tully, began designing 
a display for National Book Week 
some years ago, she little realized the 
character dolls she created to enliven 
the set-up would become a fascinat- 
ing ‘hobby for her. 

At the time, she was conducting 
handcraft classes at the Belleville 
Library in New Jersey, and her in- 
genuity was allowed the fullest 
freedom. However, the task of con- 
structing the dolls was not an easy 
one. She manipulated wire for the 
frames, stuffed cloth scraps with cot- 
ton for the bodies, and designed crepe 
paper into costumes. 

The greatest problem: in  con- 
structing the character figures was 
the molding of the heads. Mrs. Tully 
mixed the materials herself, shaped 
the heads and fired them for a week 
at low temperature in an oven. When 
they were cooled and hardened, she 
painted them, using a photograph as 
a model. When the display was com- 
pleted, it included dolls of many fam- 
ous characters in books, from the ex- 
tremes of Huck Finn to Queen Eliza- 
beth. 

After Mrs. Tully retired and moved 
to her present home, St. Augustine, 
Florida, the creation of character 
dolls remained an absorbing hobby 
for her. Among her dolls are a very 
realistic hack driver, Ponce de Leon 
with his cross and sword, and George 
Washington in presidential laces. At 
present, she is creating a parade otf 
dolls in various patterns of dress, 
representing the progress of Ameri- 
can fashion. Five of these dolls are 
already completed. 

About the length of time it takes 
to create one of her dolls? Mrs. 
Tully, a graduate of Fawcett School 
of Drawing, Newark, replies, “Two 
days of constant work,” then quickly 
adds, “but, it’s a hobby now, not a 
job!”

Some years ago, I knew a man who 
had bought and kept one of the Ex- 
cello machines. He let me try it, and 
the results were surprisingly good, 
chiefly because the construction was 
scientifically correct, with the card- 
board horn fitting directly into the 
sound box. This was the principal of 
the first Victor instruments, which 
some old-timers insist were among 
the best acoustic phonographs ever 
produced. There was no mainspring 
to wind, and it required a certain 
knack to turn the crank, protruding 
through the spindle hole, so that the 
music came out steadily and not in 
jerks. But once this was done the 
results were not at all bad. In fact, 
the Excello sounded so much better 
than a $50 machine with internal 
horn which ‘we played beside it that 
there was really no comparison. 


Maybe the Star would have done 
well to offer it as a subscription 
premium, after all.

It is said to 
have taken its name from one Mar- 
shall Turenne who employed his 
helmet to hold soup and the argylls, 
for keeping gravy hot.

SILVER SALTS 


The house organ of the Morton 
Salt Company, Morton’s Spout, has 
recently been delving into the variety 
and antiquity of salt containers, and 
has been rewarded with some inter- 
esting material. 

It is recalled that the trencher 
type of salt dish developed about two 
centuries ago, after the passing of 
the tall ceremonial salt. The cere- 
monial salt .had not only contained 
that most necessary and priceless 
commodity, salt, but designated the 
order of nobility at great banquet 
boards of England and the Continent. 
Seated above the salt were highest 
ranking nobles, below the salt were 
others, noble too, the “also there” 
guests. Just when styles in salt con- 
tainers changed, or just when or by 
whom individual pieces were m 
is hard to determine. For the most 
part, existing antique salts ‘were 
made in the days of anonymous 
craftsmanship. 

Beautiful exception to this anony- 
mity is a set of four English silver- 
gilt salt trenchers, Queen Anne style, 
which bear the seal of authenticity, 
the hallmark. Dated about 1870, the 
hallmark on these Victorian salts is 
plainly seen on both the dips and the 
spoons. A precise formula for hall- 
marking silver was used by English 
craftsmen of that day. The mark is 
made up of four symbols denoting 
quality of silver, maker, town and 
date. 

The Lost Art 

The Sheffield silver egg cruet with 
salt dip in the center is, a real an- 
tique. It was made about 1790 and 
like most early Sheffield is very 
plain and not hallmarked. The pro- 
cess of manufacture which produced 
so-called “Sheffield Plate” may now 
be classed as a lost art. 

Actually it is not silver plate, as 
the term is applied today. Sheffield, 
as manufactured in those early days 
in England, was an amalgam. rather 
than a plate. The metal was pro- 
duced by rolling and fusing sheets of 
copper and silver. Solid silver is 
used for mountings. For more than 
half a century silversmiths in Shef- 
field, England, led the field in de- 
sign and workmanship but the in- 
dustry declined about 1836 with the 
introduction of the electro process of 
silverplating. Within a short period 
of years the acquisition of Sheffield 
Plate became a cult among collectors 
of antiques and the demand soon ex- 
ceeded the supply. 

The silver egg cruets with trencher 
salts illustrated on the opposite page 
are from the collections of Callard of 
London.

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JET BUTTONS 


By HELENA COLLINS 


WHAT IS JET? There are various 
opinions as to its origin. Some be- 
lieve it to be of ligneous (wood) 
origin. Some think it to be of miner- 
al origin. Others think it combines 
the two. Martin Simpson, an early 
curator of the Whitby Museum in 
England, who made an_ extensive 
study of the geology of the Whitby 
region where the finest variety of jet 
is found, concedes that jet undoubted- 
ly was originally wood, for the woody 
structure .often remains. He states 
that pulverized vegetable matter 
may have been changed into jet but 
is not an essential part of jet since 
bone and scales of fishes have also 
been changed into jet. In the Whitby 
museum there is a large mass of bone 
which has the exterior converted 
into jet for about a quarter of an 
inch in thickness. The jetty matter 
appears to have entered first into 
the pores of the bone as a liquid and 
then to have hardened, and during 
the mineralizing process the bony 
matter has been gradually displaced 
and its place occupied by jet so as 
to preserve its original form. One 
specimen has been found showing the 
form of a tree with bark, roots and 
knots. In the case of jet petrifica- 
tion, however, the mineral seems to 
be formed from an oil that has been 
distilled from the black shale found 
in the Whitby region. The liquid has 
then seeped into pores or fissures 
and solidified. 


Please do not let my mention of 
our petrified forest lead you into 
thinking that jet is found in the size 
of a full grown tree. The largest 
piece of jet ever mined was no more 
than 6’4” in length, 5” wide and 14” 
thick. It weighed 114% pounds. Many 
authors today suggest that true jet 
buttons are so rare because jet chip- 
ped or broke too easily to prove 
serviceable as buttons. But does it 
not seem reasonable to you to pre- 
sume that if jet had been found in 
enormous quantities it would have 
been used extensively for buttons 


(particularly throughout Queen Vic- 
toria’s mourning) regardiess of its 
wearing qualities? 1a ovher words, 
it wouid seem that the very scarcity 
of the matezial itseit has been a 
large Iactor contributing to the rar- 
ity of jet buttons. The only true 
hard jet is found exclusively along a 
23 mute clirfline that skirts the sea 
in the Whitby area. (‘there was a 
time when one could stroll along the 
Yorkshire seashore and gather mas- 
ses of jet washed up on the shore. 
But it is not advisable for you col- 
lectors to go rushing off to a Whitby 
beach in order to acquire some fine 
Whitby jet, for it is seldom found 
there these days.) Remembering that 
the finest jet is found in small veins 
from which every tiny piece is mined, 
some pieces being as small as one 
inch in length and one eighth of 
an inch in thickness, it is hard to im- 
agine a 23-mile stretch of cliffs 
providing enough hard jet to furnish 
many buttons for world wide use. 
No wonder it was considered more 
fitting to save the precious stuff for 
other ornaments such as earrings, 
rings and brooches. 

It is somewhat amusing to hear of 
the early Whitby jet workers com- 
plaining “The quality of Whitby 
jet is so widely known and _ so 
highly appreciated that wherever 
jet ornaments are sold, without any 
consideration as to quality, they are 
always recommended and ‘warranted’ 
as Whitby Jet. We find+this in 
France, Spain, Italy, Venice ' and 
wherever the tourist finds himself; 
nobody ‘who —_ jet buys anything 
but Whitby jet. 

The Spanish jet varies greatly in 
quality. Some of it is so exceptional- 
ly good that it sometimes puzzles the 
best judge at first sight to dis- 
tinguish it from the real Whitby; 
but the action of the weather soon 
tells upon it; sudden heat and cold 
break it up. In fact it has no wear 
compared to its finer rival. The 
chemical composition, according to 
Mr. Bower, is the secret, for while 
Whitby jet appears to be composed 
of hydrogen and carbon the Spanish 
contains sulphur and this explains 
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the reason for its breaking up under 
the influence of sudden changes in 
temperature, owing to unequal ex- 
pansion due to the presence of sul- 
phur. 

Could it be possible that we have 
judged the wearing yualities of the 
true jet by the poorer wearing qual- 
ities of the abundant and deceptively 
beautiful Spanish jet when we state 
that ali jet is too brittle to have 
proved serviceable as buttons? 


Speaking of the beauty of jet re- 
minds me of the rivalry that existed 
between the town of Whitby and the 
fashionable watering place of Scar- 
borough, as indicated by the follow- 
ing article printed in an 1873 edition 
of the Scarborough Gazette: 


“All towns have their peculiar in- 
dustries and jet is well known to 
be the industry of Whitby. Jet 
meets you at every turn, and in 
every shape; even the large 
black Newfoundland dogs (Whit- 
by is certainly famed for dogs if 
numbers are to be considered) 
glossy from their baths sit as if 
carved from jet. Surely no 
modern manufacture of trum- 
pery ever rivalled this in ugli- 
ness. With a refinement of cru- 
elty some workers embed sec- 
tions of ammonites in it; others, 
and this is the Ne Plus Ultra 
of richness, surround it with a 
fretwork of alabaster; and you 
may have a card tray of this 
glittering inconclusive material 
with the classic features of Vic- 
tor Emmanuel staring at you in 
jet from the bottom. One won- 
ders who can buy such things; 
but there are some people who 
must have the specialty of the 
place they are in, however triv- 
jal or base it may be; and those 
who acquire mosaics at Rome, 
beads at Venice, inlaid wood at 
Sorrento, carved paper knives in 
Switzerland, iron brooches at 
Berlin, marble paperweights in 
Derbyshire, and ‘all for the fun 
of the fair’ will surely not fail 
to carry away dark memorials 
of Whitby.” 

Which goes to show that the beau- 
ty of Jet has not always been uni- 
versally acclaimed. 

The Saxon poet Caedmon, who 
died and was buried at Whitby Ab- 
bey, refers to jet in the following 
lines: 

“Jeat stone, almost a gem, the Lybi- 

ans find, 

But fruitful Britain sends as wondrous 

kind, 

Tis black and shiny, smooth and ever 

light, 

Oyl makes it cold, but water gives it 

heat.”’ 


The electrical phenomenon referred 
to by Thales when he spoke of amber 
would apply equally as well to jet, 
for we find that on being rubbed or 
excited in the same way it has the 
tendency to draw particles of straw 
toward it with as much energy. From 
this circumstance it has probably ac- 
quired the name of “black amber”. 
The hard jet has a conchoidal frac- 
ture, a resinous lustre, gives off a 
bituminous odor when burnt, is an

SIGNS 





OLD 


By FRANK FARRINGTON 


A stranger in Baltimore one sum- 


mer evening in 1819 was passing 
“The Three Loggerheads,” an out-of- 
the-way tavern down near the docks, 
when he heard laughter, singing and 
other sounds of mirth coming from 
an up-stairs room. The whole up- 
roarious noise seemed to indicate a 
good time the ieeeer wanted to 
share. 

Assuming it to indicate a publie 
social room, he went into the tavern 
and asked of the landlord, “What is 
the charge to your free-and-easy? 
The landlord replied, “There’s no 
free-and-heasy’ere. It’s the Hoddfel- 
low’s lodge hover’ead.” 

It was at another Baltimore inn, 
“The Seven Stars,” that shortly be- 
fore this the first Oddfellows’ lodge 
in America was instituted by an as- 
sembly of the required number, five, 


who had previously been initiated in - 


England. The organization soon 
moved to “The Three Loggerheads,” 
where it became the nucleus for the 
early development of the Order. 

Other early Baltimore inns dis- 
played such signs as “The Golden 
Horse, “The White Swan,” “The 
Black Bear,” “The Bull’s Head,” “The 
Beehive,” “The Golden Lamb,” “The 
Three Tuns,” “The General Wayne,” 
and “The Indian Queen,” said to be 
the best kept house of the time, with 
accommodations for 200 guests; bells 
in every room. 

Tavern signs in early days were an 
institution of importance, as_ the 


chief and sometimes the only means 
of making known to the public the 
nature of the business within. These 
signs often pictured the name. 
Swinging and creaking in the wind, 
they might display a weatherbeaten 
blue boar, a white rose, a crowing 
rooster, a red lion, a red horse, a 
bunch of grapes. . . And that last 
brings. to mind the fact that it was 
at the famous “Bunch of Grapes” in 
1786, not the one of the same name 
in Washington or in Philadelphia, 
but one in Boston, where Rufus Put- 
nam and his fellow promotors met 
to develop the plans that led to the 
expedition to the Ohio country where 
they established, at Marietta in 1788, 
the first permanent settlement in the 
old Northwest Territory, a date Mar- 


iettans refer to in the rhyme. 
In seventeen hundred and eighty- 
eight 
The white man came to the Buckeye 
state 


The earliest tavern signs of Eng- 
land often included part of the ar- 
morial crest of the feudal lord under 
whose protection the inn was main- 
tained. It was in the English Ages 
that signs and symbols and such em- 
blematical devices as weathercocks, 
figureheads, door-knockers, were 
coming into the height of their popu- 
larity and importance. But in time 
this resulted in such a multiplicity of 
birds, fishes, fowls, trees, herbs, 
saints, martyrs, monsters of sea and 
land, professional symbols, to say 
nothing of pictorial puns and rebus- 
like designs, that they became a 
nuisance in the streets and the law 
stepped in and the signs were discon- 
tinued or placed flat against the 
walls. 

Pre-Revolutionary American tav- 
ern signs were many and varied but 
none was more common than “The 
King’s Head,’ with or without a 
portrait, showing one or another of 
the changing sovereigns. Earlier 
than George III, King’s head signs 
might represent James II of England 
and, following that, “The Queen’s 
head” stood for the English Queen 
Anne, about 1702. William of Orange 
er his day in New Amsterdam in 
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—Harper’s New Monthly Magazine in the 1890's. 

Sign of printer Zenger, whose arrest and 
discharge in 1734 was a vindication of the 
liberty of the press. 





Tavern signs in early days stood— 
or hung—for places where a genial 
host kept generous punch bowls, such 
as antiquarians today like to find, 
with plain and fancy grogs and a 
type of hospitality calculated to 
make life gay within. Some of these 
old tavern keepers were not less par- 
ticular as to their patrons than are 
today the proprietors of the New 
York “Cub Room” at the Stork Club 
or Ernie Byfield’s “Pump Room” in 
Chicago. 

Signs did for taverns and other 
business places all they can do today 
and they had to do more, because 
other publicity was lacking in the 
18th century. 

But others than innkeepers _re- 
sorted to signs and symbols of their 
occupations. One may readily guess 
what was meant by such signs and 
“The Mortar & Pestle,” “The Golden 
Spectacles,” “The Awl,” “The Fish,” 
“Galen’s Head,” “The Gun,” “Three 
Gilt Balls,” to say nothing of the 
suggesting figure of the tobacconist’s 
Indian, the barber’s pole, and one 
old New York coffee house showed a 
sign representing a sirloin steak, 
with the Shakesperean quotation, “If 
‘twere done when ‘tis done, then 
‘twere done when ‘tis done, then 
twere well ‘twere done quickly.” 

It has often been noted that an 
occasional business assumes such 
super-prestige as to omit intention- 
ally any sign on the exterior of its 
premises, as an outstanding New 
York department store that for years 
refused to show any sign to identify 
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it to the public. And Duncan Phyfe, 
when his shop and salesroom was at 
172 Fulton Street, New York City, 
occupied three buildings closely side 
by side upon which contemporary 
drawings show no sign. Presumably 
Phyfe thought no sign was needed to 
tell where so famous a cabinet maker 
held forth. He evidently believed that 
“good wine needs no bush.” But I 
think it is a mistake to think an an- 
tiques shop can achieve commercial 
success without sign or other ad- 
vertising, merely by, metaphorically, 
building that better mousetrap re- 
ferred to by (authorities disagree) 
Emerson or Elbert Hubbard. 


In America there have been vari- 
ous figures used as signs by the to- 
bacco venders. The wooden Indian, 
now of antiquers veneration, was one 
of several which included the “Jolly 
Darkey,” “The Black Boy,” “Sir 
Walter Raleigh” of whom a London 
signboard proclaimed, 

“Great Britain to great Raleigh owes 
The plant and country where it 
grows.” 

And some wag added the lines, 

“To George and North Old England 
owes 

The loss of country where Tobacco 
grows.” 

“Uncle Tom,” “Uncle Tom’s Cab- 
in,” “Captain Jinks,” “Red Rover” 
and “Indian Queen” were other later 
signs the English used to attract at- 
tention. 








There has always hovered over the 
old hotel signs and names an atmos- 
phere of romance and sentiment and 
historic association. Today this is re- 
flected in the not infrequent signs 
displayed by artistic antiques deal- 
ers who take pains to find and re- 
store or to devise in replica suitable 
old signs that have a definite ap- 
peal to the public. 

The increasing interest in early 
American customs shows itself in the 
demand for antiques and in the pop- 
ularity of museums, pageants and 
collectors displays and books relat- 
ing to such subjects. 

Signs that today do not seem very 
old will have an interest a genera- 
tion hence that make it worth while 
to preserve them. 

Once there were sign makers 
whose work, alas, can no longer be 
found. I recall one such who no more 
than 50 years ago was making signs 
locally renowned for their grace and 
beauty, who also made primitive 

paintings that are today outstanding. 
There was that master sign painter 
of Philadelphia, Matthew Pratt, a 
schoolmate of Charles Wilson Peale 
of Washington portraits fame and of 
Benjamin West later to become a 
teacher of painting in London. Pratt 
went to London and assisted West in 
painting the portraits of the whole 
Royal Family, but the necessity for 
supporting a growing family of his

at and near the old General Wayne Inn of early Baltimore days. 
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own caused him to resort to making 
signs, as a pot-boiler aid. 

All antiques lovers know and ad- 
mire the work of that famous Ameri- 
can painter, William S. Mount, who 
at the age of 17 was taken in by his 
brother as an apprentice in sign 
painting. Fortunately for American 
art, Mount did not stick to the hum- 
bler occupation. But like many 
another early painter he-owed his 
first lessons with the brush to sign 
or coach painting. One might men- 
tion here that famous painter John 
Quidor, who ornamented the backs 
of fire engines with those flamboy- 
ant paintings of a day when volun- 
teer firemen were as proud of the 
decorations on their fire engines as 
of their fire extinguishing proper- 
ties. 

The collecting of old signs in num- 
bers is not practical, much as one 
may be interested in them, but neith- 
er may one collect old covered 
bridges. But one may collect pictures 
of them from old original sources or 
from. recent illustrations, and a 
scrap-book of sign paintings might 
well come to have considerable value, 
as does a collection of stereoscopic 
views of Civil War scenes, circus 
bandwagons and old time _ prize 
fighters. If collecting old bridges, 
tavern signs, historic buildings is not 
practical for those with limited space 
and means, collecting pictures of all 
such is practical and will lead to 
great enjoyment and even to financi- 
al return.

GROUPS 


By JOHN RAMSAY 


The Victorian period, the last half 
of the 19th Century has in recent 
years, interested collectors of Amer- 
ican art and antiques. Recently, in- 
terior decorators have urged us to 
live in Victorian rooms while, at the 
other extremes, art critics have “dis- 
covered” the Hudson River School, 
W. S. Mount, Benton, Woodville and 
other painters of the period. But, 
actually the first productions of the 
era to attract attention, and still the 
most characteristic “American Vic- 
torian art”, or, rather, applied art, 
since they were commercial wares, 
made in quantities for sale at low 
prices, were the lithographs of Cur- 
rier & Ives and the plaster groups of 
John Rogers. 

John Rogers was born in Salem, 
Massachusetts, in 1829 and, forced to 
support himself from an early age, 
began modeling clay as a hobby. He 
saved up enough money for a short 
stay in Italy in 1858-59, where he saw 
many masterpieces and studied brief- 
ly with an English sculptor named 
Spence. The classic style made little 
impression on him, however, for, on 
his return to this country he modeled 
“The Checker Players” and in 1860 
“The Slave Auction” both of the dis- 
tinct and American type he was to 
make famous. “The Slave Auction” 
was exhibited at the Union Art Gal- 
leries in New York, and was so well 
received that he decided to reproduce 
it as a commercial venture. 


He opened a studio at 599 Broad- 
way, later moving to 23 Union 
Square and then to 860 Broadway. 
His originals, modeled in clay, of 
course, were usually cast in bronze 
for permanence, then reproduced in 
reddish plaster by the use of glue 
molds, a process he had learned in 
Italy. The New York art dealers re- 
fused to handle “The Slave Market” 
which might offend their Southern 
customers, so Rogers hired peddlers 
to sell the casts. Later, he sold to 
dealers throughout the country, and 
by mail. In addition to the “groups”, 
Rogers did at least two large sculp- 
tures, the equestrian statue of Gen- 
eral John F. Rogers, who was killed 
at Gettysburg, in front of the Phila- 
delphia City Hall, and a Lincoln on 
Manchester, N. H. He exhibited at 
the Paris Exposition of 1867 and the 
Chicago World’s Fair of 1893, and 
was a member of the National Aca- 


demy. For some years he lived in 
New York, but he opened a summer 
studio in New Canaan, Conn., in 1871 
and built a house there in 1877 which 
became his permanent home. After 
1890 he worked, hampered by palsy, 
which forced him to retire in 1893, 
od eventually caused his death in 


The catalogue of 1885 from which 
the illustrations are taken shows 
forty-seven groups or pairs, but 
Rogers modeled and put on the mark- 
et about ninety in all, as many as 
8,000 of the most popular ones being 
sold. In general, they fall into four 
classes, genre or domestic life scene, 
Civil War subjects, Shakespeare 
groups and Washington Irving 
groups. Probably the most famous 
is “The Council of War” showing 
Lincoln, Grant and Stanton. Rogers, 
himself, considered “Taking the Oath 
and Drawing Rations” his best. 
There is some historic interest in 
“The Fugitive’s Story”, with por- 
traits of the famous Abolitionists 
Whittier, Beecher and _ Garrison”; 
“Rip Van Winkle” for which Joseph 
Jefferson, the actor identified with 
the role, posed, and possibly the not 
undignified “Washington”. And, to 
the most captious critic, there is 
some simple charm in “We Boys”, 
“Mail Day”, “Going for the Cows” 
and “The Parting Promise.” 


In the tradition of Victorian art, 
all Rogers groups tell a story, which, 
for the benefit of possible dull-witted 
customers are carefully detailed in 
the catalogues. For example, ‘“Chec- 
kers up at the Farm” one of his best 
genre pieces has to be explained, “A 
Gentleman who has gone up to the 
Farm with his wife and baby is play- 
ing checkers with the farmer, who 
has forced his opponent’s pieces into 
positions where they cannot be mov- 
ed without being taken. The Lady is 
watching the game, while the child 
in her arms 
kicking off the checkers on the 
board”, Rogers’ Shakesperian sub- 
jects, the titles usually quotations 
from the plays, are described in 250 
word paraphrases of the scenes they 
portray. 


To quote further from the cata- 
logue, prices range from ten to thirty 
dollars. “Each of these designs is 


is amusing itself by’ 
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secured by Patent and no infringe- 
ment will be allowed. Mr. Rogers 
cannot allow any photographs to be 
taken of these groups’. Two of the 
greatest defects of these sculptures, 
their fragility and their sadly drab 
and easily chipped paint finish are 
acknowledged by “Should any small 
parts be broken off, they can be re- 
placed ‘by using rather thick shellac 
varnish; any imperfections remain- 
ing can be filled with putty and then 
if necessary the color can be applied. 
The color can be matched by mixing 
“Zine white in oil” and diluting it 
with enough “burnt umber in oil to 
bring it to the same shade as the 
group. The groups can always be re- 
paired at Mr. Rogers’ work-room”, 


Although it is estimated that over 
100,000 Rogers groups were sold, 
their fragility, their bulk and their 
very unattractive appearance 
when soiled and broken doomed the 
great majority of them to the junk- 
pile. And today, any number of them 
in one house would crowd it unbear- 
ably. But one or two of them “be- 
long’” in any collection of Victoriana, 
set on marble-top tables, preferably 
between heavily draped windows in 
the taste of the period. They have 
their defects, of course, in addition to 
their bulk and color, stiffness, senti- 
mentality to the point of silliness or 
humor which is not very funny to- 
day. But they are in the main good 
sculpture, the portraits faithful like- 
nesses, the types distinctive. And, 
finally, they are American, made for 
the American people and reflecting 
faithfully their lives and interests.

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One of our advertisers has asked 
our advice about their plan to sell 
antiques on credit. We have always 
said that the business should gradu- 
ally take its proper place among the 
trades and industries of the country. 

Credit is an integral part of mod- 
ern commerce and industry. How- 
ever, caution must be used and the 
system inaugurated slowly and grad- 
ually. From a national business ser- 
vice ‘we gain the fact that the last 
quarter showed three times as many 
business failures as two years ago 
and six times the amount of credit 
losses. This was the effect of pas- 
sing from a war to a_peace-time 
basis. But we may look for more re- 
adjustment on the way back to 
normal. 

People whose credit has been good 
may not be able to readjust them- 
selves under new conditions. Some 
of them who made money during the 
war years will not be making money 
under the change and vice versa. 
Above all, now is the time to watch 
credits. At the height of the war 
effort money flowed so freely and the 
demand for goods and service were 
so great that any fool could make 
money. As the saying went, “Every- 
body is good now.” But as the 
months go by and a change in con- 
ditions confront us, it will again be 
the wise and prudent who will re- 
main in the money. 


Now is not the proper time, from 
an economic standpoint, to use credit. 
At this time smart people are put- 
ting away money in order to have 
funds during the coming period of 
distress. We are of the opinion that 
credit in this trade should be used, 
not to stimulate business, but as a 
convenience. Thirty days credit is 
used in commerce to give the buyer 
a chance to check his material and 
run the bill through his accounting 
department. Old-time sixty day 
credit no longer prevails and thirty 
day credit is fast getting down to 
ten days. Anything more than that 
should properly go into bank loans. 


We often have people say, “put it - 


in your car and take it along, we 
will send you a bill later”. We have 
always replied that we did not do 
business that way. We use our credit 
strictly for business purposes and 
that is why we have credit. If we 
used it for other purposes we would 
not long have it. We have always 
said that people who buy collection 
material should not buy it unless 
they can pay for it. At the same 
time we realize there is a certain 
amount of sound buying that can be 
done by people who budget them- 


selves and anticipate a few months 
ahead. Credit can be used te advan- 
tage in the trade in selling to deal- 
ers who own property and who have 
built up a reputation over many 
years for high integrity and who are 
unquestionably recommended by their 
bank. You can safely go into the 
credit business on this basis but if 
you are just now starting the credit 
plan there never was a time when 
you should use more caution. Fail- 
ing to use same will result in disaster. 


—o—- 


We still get complaints about 
dealers holding checks too long. In 
these days this is ill-considered. If 
you have sold the article you adver- 
tised it is good business on your 
part to return the check immediately 
so as to give the buyer a chance to 
shop elsewhere. Of course you think 
you will have time to get out and 
find another one, but that is an as- 
sumption on your part that is not 
well taken. You have no right to an- 
ticipate that you can find it and if 
you do you can always write to the 
buyer to find out if they are still 
in the market. Some buyers insist 
that inasmuch as those that practice 
this scheme are advertising in HOB- 
BIES that we either deprive them of 
the use of our columns or publish 
their names. 

There is some merit to their point. 
We do feel an obligation to see that 
our advertisers carry on their busi- 
ness according to proper and accept- 
ed ethics and holding checks is not 
one of them. If the complaints con- 
tinue publicity can and will stop the 
practice.

Local 
dealers who live, vote and own 
property there, feel that their busi- 
ness would be jeopordized by permit- 
ting a flood of out-of-state dealers 
to come there to skim the cream at 
the height of the season.

Florida, 
however, is rapidly increasing its 
summer tourist trade. More hotels 
stayed open in Miami Beach last 
summer than ever before and they 
advertised all through the summer 
season.

FAMILY ALBUMS 


During the month of October the 
Chicago Public Library featured a 
collection of old family albums and 
pictures as part of the observance of 
the Library’s fiftieth year on Michi- 
gan Ayenue. In an effort to recreate 
the Chicago of 50 years ago costume 
dolls, old popular music, theatre pro- 
grams, and best sellers of the ’90’s, 
as well as the family albums were 
used. 

It was the family albums and the 
pictures, however, that attracted the 
greatest attention. The collection, 
which was lent by Fred Bosserman, 
director of Austin Town Hall, was 
begun about 25 years ago. Mr. Bos- 
serman ran across his first album in 
a rummage shop and became so in- 
terested in the binding and more 
especially in the pictures enclosed 
within that he decided to hunt for 
other albums. To-day the collection 
numbers about 100 albums represent- 
ing almost every type of binding, 
every variety of picture, and many 
of the leading Chicago photograph- 
ers of the Victorian era. 

The old plush-covered family al- 
bum reigned supreme in _ parlors 
throughout the land during: the last 
half of the 19th century, when the 
photograph was still more or less of 
a novelty. The larger volumes were 
preceded by much smaller albums 
that were ample in size, however, 
for the pictures that were taken in 
the ’50’s. While most of the albums 
were covered with plush, many of 
them had metal covers, others were 
decorated with painted scenes, and 
others sported cupids, mirrors, and 
blossoms of various kinds. Locks 
were important, not only because 
they held the pages tight against 
dust and the deteriorating effects of 
light but also in some cases, when 
opened they released a mechanism 
that started a tiny music box to play 
in the back of the album. 

Mr. Bosserman’s collection attract- 
ed a great deal of attention while on 
display in the Chicago Public Li- 
brary. Not only were people inter- 
ested in the albums but also in the 
pictures. Here was a complete cross- 
section of the costume, the jewelry, 
and the hair-dressing of another day. 
Furthermore, all of the pictures were 
of Chicagoans but none of them had 
been identified and Mr. Bosserman 
had said that anyone able to identify 
any of the pictures could claim them. 
As a result the cases were surround- 
ed by interested visitors and some 
identifications were made. All of 
which simply spurs Mr. Bosserman 
to hunt for more albums and more 


pictures, not only in the hope of ad- 


ding to his collection but in reuniting 
some family with its ancestors 
through the family album.

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SOME CUPS AND SAUCERS 


By ALLIS M. HUTCHINGS 


Collectors of cups and _ saucers 
have a wide field in which to browse. 
Besides a variety of materials, the 
sizes and styles of cups and saucers 
— them a most interesting sub- 
ject. 

For them China ware is the com- 
monest material, although glass, sil- 
ver, pewter, jade, and gold are some- 
times used. The kind of liquid to be 
imbibed often influences the style. 
Tea cups usually have a wider diame- 
ter, and less height and are of 
thinner ware than the coffee cups 
with straighter sides and smaller 
diameter. Cocoa and chocolate cups 
have a style between the tea and 
coffee. Demi-tasse size for after din- 
ner coffee is much smaller than the 
regular coffee cup, so much that a 
spoon to accompany it is of very 
small size. In contrast to it is the 
Jumbo, he-man, size of coffee cup 
especially designed for the man of 
the house. It is usually of a heavy 
— ware and is useful for soup 
also. 


The orientals seem averse to hav- 
ing handles on their cups, ‘which are 
really small bowls, and often with 
metal saucers of boat shape or ir- 
regular outline. In their contacts in 
the Far East the British long ago 
taught the Chinese and Japanese 
china makers to put handles on the 
cups to be used by the foreigners. 
Collectors usually have specimens of 
exquisite coffee and tea cups maue 
for export trade to Europe, as well as 
the true native style. The willow 
pattern and the onion pattern, and 
those of oriental flowers, originated 
in China and have been used as popu- 
lar designs by makers of china the 
world over. 

The Bavarian style of detorating 
cups and saucers is often in colorful 
flowers. The Dresden style has flor- 
al motifs as well as exquisite medal- 
lions of shepherd and shepherdess, 
and other pastoral scenes. In Brit- 
tany the Quimper ware uses the 
French peasant in his native cos- 
tume so characteristic of that part of 
the French coast. 

The famous makers of English 
cups and saucers seem more con- 
servative in their styles and have 
used many of the established pat- 
terns for many generations. 

Coffee is considered the national 
drink of Brazil, “The Coffee Pot of 
the World”. In that country the 
sidewalk cafes are open at all hours 
for coffee drinking, usually from 
small cups, with seemingly ng count 
taken of the number of cups imbibed. 

The coffee cup used by the Arabs 
is quite different from others. It 
greatly resembles a small size egg 
cup with a small foot or base. Some- 
times the bases are of metal with the 
porcelain cups fitting into them. The 
Arab enjoys his coffee very black, 
and with the sugar cooked with the 
coffee, which results in a very syr- 
upy drink, more like a thick soup 
than a drink. 

The ceremonial tea of Japan is 
very different from the tea imbibed 
so frequently en the day by

all orientals. Ceremonial Tea is 
served under strict laws of etiquette 
which have been followed most min- 
utely for hundreds of years. The 
small bowl cups of tea offered to the 
honored guests are accompanied by 
many bows’ and _ complimentary 
phrases. To a foreigner the liquid 
looks like pea soup and even the 
taste is hard to recognize as tea. 

A very distinctive cup and saucer 
is used in serving cafe Brulot Diabo- 
lique. This is a favorite beverage at 
the famous restaurant Antoine in the 
old French Quarters of New Orleans. 
The cup is five inches tall and is 
slender as the diameter is only two 
inches. It has a footed base and 
fancy handle on the side. It is the 
design on the cup, which is repeated 
on the saucer, that gives it special 
interest. To convey the meaning of 
Diabolique, his Satanic Majesty is 
shown arising from a flaming pit, 
which burns at his feet. The recipe 
of this special coffee calls for cognac. 
When the concoction is lighted and 
the blue flame burns itself out, an 
Epicurean will vow that this kind of 
coffee is devilishy good. 

A favorite recipe for Cafe Brulot 
is as follows: 

1 cup Cognac. 
40 al pe of sugar 
40 whole cloves 
2 sticks cinnamon broken into 
small bits 
% orange peel cut thin and 
broken into small bits 
% lemon peel cut thin and 
broken into small bits 
1 quart hot dripped coffee 

Shortly before serving, combine all 
ingredients with the exception of 
coffee. When ready to serve, pour in- 
to Brulot metal bowl. From a small 
lighted alcohol lamp catch flame in 
ladle and hold over bowl. Result, a 
beautiful blue flame. To this gradu- 
ally add hot dripped coffee, continu- 
ously stirring. Pour into Brulot 
cups and serve. This recipe is for ap- 
proximately twenty persons.

Not much furniture of the Eliza- 
bethan period, known as the English 
Renaissance, has been handed down 
to American families, but from time 
to time there have been revivals of 
interest in the styles of the period 
that covers the years of Elizabeth’s 
reign in England, 1558 to 1603. 

Someone has written of that per- 
iod, “Elizabethan, the name given to 
the debased and mixed architecture 
of the time of Queen Elizabeth, when 
the worst forms of Italian styles of 
the Renaissance period were copied. 
Sometimes called the ‘English Re- 
naissance’ and, in its latest phase, 
‘Jacobean.’ As unseemly in archi- 
tecture as it was sound and virile in 
literature.” And this statement 
might properly include furniture 
with architecture, many of the same 
features being found in both. 

No one period is separated from 
both predecessor and successor by a 
sharply dividing line. There is more 
or less gradual change from the 
Gothic into the Elizabethan and from 
the Elizabethan into the Jacobe- 
an. Each period owes something to 
that which preceded it and contri- 
butes something to that which fol- 
lows. The Elizabethan makes use of 
Gothic vertical lines. The Jacobean 
adds Elizabethan features to its own 
peculiar developments. 

For example, the chairs of the 16th 
century, with tall backs and small, 
Square seats, were Elizabethan, but 
chairs very much the same were in 
use long before the day of Good 
Queen Bess. And after the Jacobean 
styles came in, following the Eliza- 
bethan, furniture retained much of 
the Elizabethan. Paneling with 
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THE ELIZABETHAN IN FURNITURE

rounded arches was an outstanding 
feature of the heavy English Renais- 
sance work. Heavy old cabinets had 
heavy paneling of English Oak which 
was of darker color and coarser grain 
than the American Oak used in re- 
productions. 

The Elizabethan was the era of the 
massive, the cumbrous, not to say the 
grotesque. “The Great Bed of Ware,” 
twelve feet square, has long been in- 
stanced as typical of the furniture 
construction of that time. For a 
long time it was to be seen in a room 
of an inn, “The Sign of the Saracen’s 
Head,” at Ware, Hertfordshire, Eng- 
land. The tall foot posts were sup- 
ported on square, box-like bases, from 
which arose four-column sections to 
a corniced capital which, in turn, 
was the base for a heavy, square 
column standing on a huge spherical 
section. This upper column arose to 
the main cornice of the bed and all 
the columns and upper structures 
abounded in elaborate carving. It 
was the kind of thing one might call 
artistic if it were not so ponderously 
inartistic; or handsome if it. were 
not so ugly. 

A hundred years before the Eliza- 
bethan era a law had been enacted 
forbidding the importation of furni- 
ture into England from Holland and 
Flanders, but that law must have 
become a dead letter, because the 
English country houses of the nobil- 
ity were filled with furniture of 
Dutch and Flemish -workmanship. 
Hence the top-heavy furniture of the 
Low Countries weighed down the 
great houses whose lords and mas- 
ters bowed the knee to the Virgin 
Queen and to her successor, that

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James who was dubbed “The Wisest 
fool in Europe.” 

This imported cabinet work em- 
bodied overlaying and intersecting 
panels, with turned work sawed 
lengthwise in halves and glued in 
place, ‘with cumbrous pendants under 
corners. None of which designs were 
taken originally from the meritorious 
Italian Renaissance. And when im- 
ported Italian artisans were expect- 
ed to turn their hands to doing some- 
thing with Flemish monstrosities, 
they must have shuddered as they 
cut and slashed. It was not that the 
Fleming did not have artistic ideas, 
but that he lacked the craftsmanship 
to carry them out. As a result the 
marks of his tooling were all too 
evident. 

This Elizabethan period of English 
furniture designing is styled the cin- 
quecento (ching-kwe-chen-to,  six- 
teenth century) era. Surfaces were 
habitually rough, with arabesques, 
griffins, rosettes, scrolls, dolphins, 
foliages, cupids, two-tailed mermaids, 
and heaven knows what else. 

The massive, the elephantine, the 
clumsy, the over-carved of the Eliza- 
bethan furniture type, are not for the 
snug little cottage or the box-like 
apartment, even if copied in diminu- 
tives by Grand Rapids. And the own- 
er of larger quarters can afford more 
suitable and more attractive pieces 
with which to garnish rooms that 
have none of the 16th century char- 
acteristics. 

The thick columns of so much 
Elizabethan furniture were often as 
unattractive as a dumpy woman’s 
leg. Cabinets were as top-heavy as 
the two-foot wigs of the macaronis 
of the 1770s and as pleasing to the 
eye as a shake on a scrub-woman. 
Many pieces of furniture were so 
heavy as to be all but immovable. 
Notwithstanding all its inconsisten- 
cies, however, there were .any de- 
sirable features. 

Ornamentation that included strap- 
work and shields was widely used and 
the supporting work was frequently 
pierced with countless openings in 
crescent, lozenge, circular and rec- 
tangular shapes, all of which, viewed 
cursorily, seemed to be haphazard 
though, in reality it possessed sys- 
tem and design. 

A very cumbersome chair 
made from the wood of Sir Francis 
Drake’s ship, is a good example of 
ribbon, shield and rounded arches. 

After strap-work, the most notice- 
able characteristic of Elizabethan 
furniture is the garbled copying of 
classic forms. Grecian columns that 
bear little resemblance to the origi- 
nal purely Grecian form and ail 
clumsily contrived. It may be ad- 
mitted that this Elizabethan solidity, 
rotundity, representing more of 

randeur than of beauty, did lend 
ignity to the huge castle homes of 
the titled, while being too large and 
costly for the cottages of the com- 
mon people. 

One might, indeed, be proud to be- 
come the possessor of an old Eliza- 
bethan piece of furniture — if one 

ad ample room to place it where it 
would not look disproportionate in 
size — and where it would not be 
necessary to move it! 
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Still More on the 
British Registry Mark 


Some collectors and dealers of ex- 
perience think the British Rd. mark 
identifies only Staffordshire wares 
made by one of the Ridgways. One 
thoughtful and careful dealer reiter- 
ates that she thinks she first saw the 
mark with the Ridgway name on 
some pink Ironstone plates. This 
could be so. I have seen the mark 
with Wedgwood & Sons impressed, 
with Woods, Mayer, Moore, and many 
others. Every British potter was en- 
titled to register designs and many 
of them did register them, usually 
their mass production, less expensive 
table wares. Some added their names, 
many did not. 

A fact sometimes overlooked is that 
the Registry Act of 1843 applied 
also to makers of glass, wooden 
wares, silver and other metals. The 
mark on milk glass, on slag or cara- 
mel glass and on pattern glass is in- 
frequently seen, but I have seen it 
often enough to know that many once 
positive exclusive ascriptions of glass 
to western Pennsylvania, Ohio and 
Indiana makers are incorrect. My 
judgment is that pieces of glass with 
the British Registry mark are of ad- 
ded interest to most collectors, and 
are scarce enough to require careful 
searching. HOBBIES, May, 1947, 
contained facts about the mark, with 
an explanatory key. The same key 
applies to pieces of glass, as does the 
explanation accompanying it.—Bill 
Kane.

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MARQUETRY: Origin and Technique 


By MELVILLE CLARK 


Editor's Note: Although Mr. Clark com- 
piled these notes from the standpoint of 
the collector of old music boxes, his re- 
search has interest for the collector of 
furniture in which the old art of marquetry 
appears. 


For many years I have engaged in 
the hobby of collecting antique music 
boxes. There are in my collection at 
present several very rare Swiss boxes 
of which I am exceptionally proud 
inasmuch as their cases are excellent 
specimens of an ancient, and all-but- 
forgotten art in woodwork, “mar- 
quetry.” 

The beautiful scroll work and the 
artistic and beautifully-colored de- 
signs adorning these boxes are the 
works of skilled craftsmen who en- 
gaged in marquetry more than a hun- 
dred years ago, and the velvety beauty 
of these boxes seldom fails to elicit 
exclamations of wonder and praise 
from anyone who beholds them. But 
I sometimes have a feeling that per- 
haps the onlooker is not thoroughly 
aware of the real beauty before him; 
that he doesn’t fully realize what a 
painstakingly tedious task it was for 
those skilled craftsmen to create such 
exquisite beauty out of a variety of 
tiny pieces of wood. 

To know something of the origin of 
marquetry, it is necessary to go back 
almost to the beginning of civiliza- 
tion. The art of wood inlaying orig- 
inated long before man learned about 
paint, and so, to satisfy his artistic 
desires for self-expression, he devel- 
oped the art of inlaying wood stones, 
metals, ivory, bone and brass to form 
patterns and pictures of his fancy. 
Although marquetry is not, strictly 
speaking inlaying, the two crafts are 
somewhat similar, and it is from in- 
laying that other processes and meth- 
ods were first developed—such as mo- 
siac, plate inlay, and intarsia. 


In Egypt, as far back as the Fifth 
Dynasty, there existed a method for 
inlaying colored stones and pieces of 
glass in wood; and during the Greek 
period of Egyptian civilization, wood- 
en coffins and wooden shrines were 
encrusted with inlays of precious 
stones, gold and silver, and fruit 
woods. In fact, the Metropolitan Mu- 
sum in New York City has on exhibi- 
tion an Egyptian stool decorated in 
inlay that was made in 2000 B.C.; and 
in Assyria metal and wood and ivory 
inlay dating from the tenth century, 


have been found. Many interesting - 


examples of the craft have been re- 
surrected from the tombs of Egypt, 
the palaces of the Orient, and from 
the castles of Medieval Europe. In 
Greek mythology we find mention of 
inlaying. In the “Odyssey,” Ulysses 
describes to Penelope the bride’s bed 
which he has made. He says, ‘I 
wrought the bedstead till I had fin- 
ished it, and made it fair with inlaid 
work of silver a ivory and gold.”

Marquetry, so far as I can ascer- 

tain, actually began in the fourteenth 


_ Renaissance. 


century at the time of the Italian 
A wood inlaying pro- 
cess was developed in Italy called “in- 
tarsia” (the Italian meaning to in- 
sert), and it is believed by many 
authorities that the introduction of 
intarsia in Italy marked the first de- 
parture from older methods of wood 
inlaying. Many agree that the four- 
teenth century saw the beginning of 
the school from which marquetry later 
developed. 


A French sculptor named Jean 
Mace is said to have been the first 
who brought intarsia from Italy into 
France and called it “marqueterie.” 
So it was in France that marquetry 
was actually introduced, and it was 
in that country that the most wonder- 
ful achievements of the craft were 
first produced. Pierre Boulle and his 
two sons, Paul and Jaques, were said 
to have been skilled in the craft of 
marquetry; but it was Andre Charles 
Boulle, a nephew of Pierre Boulle, 
who became the most famous mar- 
queter of that period—or perhaps of 
all time. 


Andre Boulle, as a young boy, had 
wanted to become a painter, but his 
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father advised him to become a pupil 
of Pierre Boulle to learn the mar- 
quetry handicraft. And, according to 
later accounts, this turned out to be 
sound advice. In the year 1672, 
Andre Boulle rose to such prominence 
thruout France as a marquetry 
craftsman that he was accorded spe- 
cial patronage from King Louis XIV. 
Among his commissions for the king 
were various decorative articles for 
the queen’s chambers as well as cab- 
inets, chests, and other articles for 
some of the lesser lights of the royal 
household. By the king’s decree he 
was called “Architect, Sculptor, and 
Engraver,” and when he was granted 
apartments in Louvre, it was as 
“Joiner, Marqueter, Gilder, and Chi- 
seller.” 


On August 30, 1720, a fire destroyed 
a large part of Boulle’s collection of 
marquetry, his tools, designs, and 
pieces of valuable furniture—finished 
or under construction. However, some 
of the valuable pieces were saved and 
are preserved in the Louvre and other 
French museums. His passion for col- 
lecting drawings and other artistic 
works quite often led to financial dif- 
ficulties, and once but for the inter- 
vention of the king he would have 
been taken away to debtor’s prison. 
Andre Charles Boulle died in 1742. 


Marquetry continued to flourish in 
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Marquetry Art Illustrated from the Collection of Melville Clark 
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France up to the time of the revolu- 
tion, and one of the last marqueters 
who rose near the heights of popular- 
ity enjoyed by Boulle was a German 
emigrant, David Roentgen. He was 
deported from France in 1793 as an 
“emigre” and died in 1807. So it 
seems that with the passing of Roent- 
gen, the history of marquetry becomes 
rather vague. Processes similar to 
marquetry were in vogue in England 
and Holland, but it was in France 
that the craft really thrived during 
the fourteenth and fifteenth centuries.

To explain the art briefly and sim- 
ply, one might say that marquetry is, 
in a sense, “painting with wood.” 
Early marquetry was done with small 
bits of wood of varied colors such as 
apple, pear, lemon, lime, maple, wal- 
nut, elm, mahogany, ebony, boxwood 
and olive wood; also bits of bone, 
horn, ivory, pearl, tortoise shell and 
stones were used. 

Metals such as silver, copper, brass 
and pewter were sometimes used. In 
some cases when the marqueter de- 
sired a more vivid color than could be 
obtained with wood or metal, a bleach- 
ing and dyeing acid was used. How- 
ever, this was frowned upon and re- 
garded as_ illegitimate by many 
craftsmen. The work was slow and 
painstaking, and a great amount of 
patience was required in the process. 
After selecting and cutting the small 
bits of wood or metal to be used in 
the design, the marqueter then began 
forming and fitting the pieces, after 
glue was applied, into a hollowed-out 
panel corresponding with the design. 
(These designs took the form of mu- 
sical instruments, floral designs, vari- 
ous scrolls, ete.) After this, the sur- 
face of the design was polished with a 
hot iron until it become smooth and 
then the work was screwed down be- 
tween two wooden frames,.made to fit 
the design exactly, and left until the 
glue hardened. The final smoothing 
off, burnishing, polishing, and buffing 
ended the process. So thorough was 
the marqueter in his work that sel- 
dom, if ever, have these bits of wood 
or metal been known to become dis- 
lodged from their place, becoming 
practically a part of the whole of the 
wood itself. So while there still exist 
some designs inspired by the best 
artists in Egyptian, Greek, Saracen, 
and Gothic art, which have been pre- 
served and handed down through the 
ages, the individual authors of these 
works are unknown and so, is this not 
a “lost art?”

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Late 19th Century Glass 
Shown at Metropolitan 


Transition of the glass-making art 
to a machine-age process is illustrat- 
ed by a collection of late 19th cen- 
tury American glass, which has just 
been placed on exhibition at the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art. 


The collection of more than 600 
pieces is a recent gift to the Muse- 
um’s American Wing from Mrs. 
Emily Winthrop Miles of New York. 
At the close of the exhibition, dupli- 
cate pieces in the collection will be 
distributed to southern and western 
museums. 


Considered by collectors as_ the 
finest group of its kind, the Miles 
Collection is notable for many match- 
ed sets of pattern glass and the taste 
with which they have been assembled, 
according to Joseph P. Downs, cura- 
tor of the American Wing. There are 
also included some examples of early 
Sandwich glass, a group of pitchers 
showing more than 30 different de- 
signs, and several rare pattern glass 
pieces. 


The mechanical pressing machine, 
adopted in American glass factories 
about 1827, made possible the mass 

roduction of glass for the first time. 
n its simplest form the machine 
consisted of two parts: a mechani- 
cally operated plunger which forced 
liquid glass into a mold, and a re- 
ceiving die of brass or iron, on which 
the pattern was cast or chipped. 
Manufactured at a minimum cost of 
time and labor, pressed glass could 
be sold at relatively low prices. 


Individual craftsmanship was elim- 
inated by the pressing machine, but 
color and design were skilfully used 
in the manufacture of pressed glass, 
Mr. Downs said, pointing out the 
warm effects achieved by sets of 
lemon yellow Thousand~ Eye and 
cranberry Hobnail glass. Large sets 
in the Miles Collection, in the more 
elaborate Ashburton, Thumbprint or 
Diamond Thumbprint designs, resem- 
ble English or Irish cut glass. 

The largest group in the collection 
is composed of Slag or Marble Glass, 
in which a colorful effect was achiev- 
ed by fusing white with purple, green 
or yellow glass. The wide variety of 
designs shown include flutinmg, hob- 
nail and open edging. 

Collectors will find the smallest 
group significant, too. It consists of 
18 white opaque covered animal dish- 
es, made by McKee Brothers of 
Pittsburgh. 

The art of glass blowing continued 
in the 19th century even-.after wide- 
spread use of the pressing machine. 
Amberina, Satin and threaded glass 
were the results of experiments by 
glass blowers, and examples of their 
work form an important part of the 
collection. 

The Miles Collection, with its rep- 
resentative groups, is a valuable ad- 
dition to the glass already exhibited 
in the American Wing. Rich in pat- 
tern and color, two features lacking 
in modern glass, it completes the Mu- 
seum’s exhibits of more than two 
centuries of glass making.

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COLLECTED NOTES ON MASKS 


By ISOBEL GORDON 

















The death mask of Paul Verlaine 
(1844-96), great lyric poet of 
France 





The collecting of masks and casts 
has many devotees. Much is to be 
said for the hobby because the 
matrix is, of course, the truest por- 
trayal of its subject. 

Browsing in an antique shop in 
suburban Chicago recently the owner 
revealed his somewhat personal 
hobby of collecting masks. There 
were some 30 or 40 splendid ex- 
amples from as many _ different 
countries, representing many differ- 
ent type of peoples. He wouid have 
parted with them for a good price, 
but made no sale’s appeal because 
he really did not want to part with 
the collection. 

Masks of the general run of 
humanity are not too scarce to make 
an interesting quest. The rarest, of 
course, seldom come upon the market 
and when they do usually they are 
picked up quickly by museum buyers, 
or agents for the museum. These 
rarieties are the masks of famous 
men and women, whose makers truly 
shine in reflected glory. 

There is little chance that the 
average collector will ever be able 
to find famous masks, but the his- 
tory of some of those rare ones is to 
the mask collector what the story of 
Gutenberg’s Bible is to the rare book 
collector. 

A few weeks before Franklin left 
France for the last time, Houdon 
made a mask of his face; it is said 
to have been sold with the rest of 
Houdon’s effects about 1828. 

In 1785 Franklin brought Houdon 
to America where he spent some days 
in the study of Washington’s face: 
at that time he modeled the life mask 
from which he made the well-known 
statue of Washington. In 1783, 


Joseph Wright had tried to make a 
mask of Washington but it was brok- 
en before it was “set.” Washington 


objected, with strong language, to a 
repetition of the operation. 

Two life masks were made of Lin- 
coln: one by Leonard Volk in Chicago 
in 1860, — and he also made a cast 
of Lincoln’s hands on the Sunday 
following Lincoln’s nomination in 
Springfield; the swollen muscles re- 
sulting from the thousands of con- 
gratulatory hand-shakings are plain- 
ly visible. The second life mask was 
made in Washington by Clark Mills 
some years later. 


Casts have been made of the left 
hands of Helen Keller, and of the 
artist William Hunt. 

A mask of Calhoun was made in 
1844 by Clark Mills; in 1849 he made 
one of Webster. Both had unusually 
large heads. 


A mould of General Grant’s face 
was made after his death at Mount 
McGregor by Karl Gerhardt. 

Two masks were made of Burr: one 
by the moulder who went to Staten 
Island to do it the night after Burr’s 
death; the other from life, about 
1808, by Turnarelli, an Italian sculp- 
tor, in London. Burr disliked the 
operation and wrote to Theodosia, his 
daughter, about the ordeal. 

A mask was made of Whitman by 
Samuel Murray of Philadelphia, as- 
sisted by Mr. Eakins. There is a 
cast, also, of Whitman’s hand. 

When Celia Thaxter died in 1894, 
a mould of her face was made by 
Olaf Branner. 

The mask of Thomas Paine, author 
of The Age Of Reason, was maae py 
Jarvis. ‘ 

Brucciani made a mask of Thac- 
keray. A cast of Thackeray’s hand, 
made after his death on Christmas 
eve of 1868, shows his fingers clinch- 
= ay the agony of pain in which he

Sir Walter Scott’s death mask was 
made by George Bullock. There is 
said to have been a life mask made 
before his death by Sir Edgar Boehn. 

Brucciani, the London moulder, 
made a mask of the Third Napoleon. 
He also made the mask of Dante 
Gabriel Rossetti, a cast of whose 
hand was made at the same time. 

Haydon made a life mask of 
ee in 1815, and of Keats in 

A beautiful mask of Sir Thomas 
Lawrence was made when he was 34; 
the death mask was made by Ed- 


- ward H. Bailey, the sculptor. 


Saint-Gaudens made a cast of the 
hand of Robert Louis Stevenson 
which shows the forefinger between 
the leaves of a book. 

A mask, thought to be of Coleridge, 
was not definitely identified until the 
curator of the British National Por- 
trait Gallery recognized it by the 
position of the ears. For generations, 
he said, the ears of the Coleridges 
had been an inch too high. 

The cast of Schiller was made by 
Klauer. Later it was used to identify 
the skull of Schiller which was said 
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to have been lost for several years 
before it joined the bones of Goethe 


in the family vault of the Grand 
Duke of Bavaria. 


There were two masks of Beethov- 
en: one was made in 1812 by Klein 
when Beethoven was 42, and is the 
one seen everywhere; the other was 
made from death in 1827 by Dann- 
hauer. 


Mendelssohn’s death must have 
been peaceful for his features as- 
sumed a glorified expression. His 
triends Benderman and Hubner made 
the cast. 


Dr. Antomarchi, Napoleon’s per- 
sonal physician, made his mask a few 
hours after the death of the exile in 
St. Helena. Two bronze casts are 
known: one, the property of the 
French Government, is said to be in 
the Mint in Paris; another in the 
Tussaud Museum in London. 


Also in the Tussaud Museum are 
masks of Marat and Robespierre. 

The mask of Palmerston, the 
statesman, was made by Jackson, the 
sculptor who made the statue of 
Palmerston now in Westminister 

bbey.

Everglades Stamp 


The Post Office Department has an- 
nounced that stamp collectors desir- 
ous of obtaining first day cancella- 
tions of the new 3-cent Everglades 
National Park commemorative post- 
age stamp may send not in excess of 
10 addressed envelopes accompanied 
with cash or money order remittance 
for the stamps to be affixed to the 
Postmaster at Florida City, Florida. 

It is at this office that the first day 
sale of the new Everglades stamp 
will be held on December 5, 1947. 

The covering envelope addressed to 
the Postmaster should be indorsed 
“First Day Covers, Everglades 
Stamp” and collectors are reminded 
that inasmuch as the new stamp is a 
vertical, extreme care should be ex- 
ercised in addressing the covers to see 
that sufficient space is left for the 
affixing of the stamps in the proper 
position. 

The Everglades stamp is to be is- 
sued in sheets of 50, and will be on 
sale at the Philatelic Agency, Wash- 
ington, 25, D. C. on December 6 and 
at other post offices throughout the 
country as soon after December 5 as 
distribution will permit. The Philate- 
lic Agency does not service first-day 
covers.

Dr. George Washington 


Carver Stamp 


Postmaster General Robert E. Han- 
negan has announced that the three- 
cent postage stamp, purple in color, 
to be issued in honor of Doctor George 
Washington Carver, renowned Amer- 
ican negro educator and scientist, will 
be placed on sale for the first time on 
Carver Day, January 5, 1948, at 
Tuskegee Institute, Alabama. 

Born on a farm near Diamond 
Grove, Missouri in 1864, Doctor Carv- 
er lived there until he was about 10 
years old. He went through high 
school at Minneapolis, Kansas. He 
attended Iowa State College, receiv- 
ing the degree of Bachelor of Science 
in agriculture in 1894 and his M. S. 
degree in 1896. Doctor Carver was 





elected to the Iowa State College fac- 
ulty, where he devoted his studies to 
bacterial laboratory work in system- 
atic botany. 

It was at Tuskegee Institute, with 
which Doctor Carver became associ- 
ated in 1896 as Director of the De- 
partment of Agricultural Research, 
that he gained worldwide fame in the 
field of science and education. His 
experiments with agricultural pro- 
ducts, especially the peanut and sweet 
potato from which he derived more 
than 400. substances, contributed 
greatly to the economic advancement 
of the South. 

Doctor Carver was elected a mem- 
ber of the Royal Society of Arts in 
London in 1917. In 1923 he was 
awarded the Spingarn medal, which is 
bestowed annually for the highest and 
noblest achievement by an American 
negro. In 1928, Simpson College at 
Indianola, Iowa, conferred upon him 
the honorary degree of Doctor of Sci- 
ence in recognition of his contribu- 
tions in the field of agricultural re- 
search. 

On August 1, 1935, Doctor Carver 
was appointed as a collaborator in 
the Bureau of Plant Industry of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture. 

Doctor Carver was the recipient of 
the Humanitarian Award of the Va- 
riety Clubs of America in 1940. 

He developed for the late Henry 
Ford a formula for synthetic rubber. 
He also gave to the medical profes- 
sion a formula for the treatment of 
infantile paralysis. 


Doctor Carver died at Tuskegee, 
Ala., on January 5, 1943. 

The stamp, 85/100 by 98/100 inches, 
will be the same size as the Famous 
American series issued in 1940. The 
portrait of Doctor Carver appears in 
the upper part of the stamp in a 
square panel with a dark background, 
bordered at the top and sides in a 
frame of lighter shade. Below the 
portrait in a conventional ribbon is 
the wording “Dr. George Washington 
Carver” in solid Gothic. Below this 


‘on a shaded background is the word- 


ing “United States Postage” in modi- 
fied white Roman, arranged in three 
lines. The numeral “3c” is located in 
a solid shield on the right side of the 
lower panel. On the left side of the 
panel is a similar shield upon which 
is superimposed a chemist’s retort or 
crucible. The stamp will be issued in 
sheets of 70 and an initial printing of 
60,000,000 stamps has been ordered.

Scott Not to Recognize 
Three Roosevelt Issues, 
Belgian CIPEX Semipostals 


The Hungarian Roosevelt issue, in- 
cluding souvenir sheets, the San 
Marino Roosevelt series, the Abyssi- 
nian Roosevelt set, and the Belgian 
CIPEX airmail semi-postals will re- 
ceive merely “tentative listing’ in 
Scott’s Standard Postage Stamp Cata- 
logue, it is announced by Gordon R. 
Harmer, president of Scott Publica- 
tions, Inc., and editor of the catalogue. 

The present plan of Scott Publica- 
tions is to provide no space in Scott 
albums for these stamps and to drop 
them from the “tentative listing” in 
a year or two. 


The Hungarian set is considered 
unworthy of Catalogue recognition 
because: (1) This set, with a face 
value equal to about 40 cents, was 
promptly sold in New York at eight 
times face. (2) It was sold in this 
country before being issued in Buda- 
pest. (3) Exceedingly few copies 
were released in Hungary, the great 
majority being sent to the United 
States. (4) These stamps are in- 
scribed in English rather than Mag- 
yar, suggesting that the set was not 
prepared primarily for postal pur- 
poses. 

The San Marino Roosevelt series is 
considered below par because an ad- 
vance sale was made to America deal- 
ers by an Italian speculator at a price 
several times face value, forcing 
American collectors to pay exhorbit- 
ant prices. 

The Abyssinian set honoring Roose- 
velt was “cornered by the largest of 
the importers,” according to the deal- 
er who supplies Donald F. Lybarger, 
president of the American Philatelic 
Society, and the two airmail denomi- 
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nations, with a face value of $1.20 
S., were immediately offered to 
American collectors at about $9. 

The Belgian CIPEX series includes 
items with a surtax of more than 20 
times postage, which is considered 
“pure exploitation,” by the Catalogue, 
editor.

Series of 15 Special Cachets 
To Be Issued During New 


York Golden Jubilee 
Celebration 


For the information of stamp col- 
lectors and others who may be inter- 
ested, the Post Office Department 
calls ‘attention to the preparation of 
a series of 15 cachets by the Federal 
Hall Memorial Associates as a fea- 
ture of the 1948 Golden Jubilee Cele- 
bration of the Greater City of New 
York, organized under the Mayor’s 
Committee. 


1948 will mark the fiftieth year of 
the consolidation of Greater New 
York when its five boroughs were 
merged by an act of the State Legis- 
lature on January 1, 1898. The Fed- 
eral Hall Memorial Series of cachets 
wil] be issued on various commemora- 
tive historic anniversary dates, 
selected from the early Colonial period 
when New York was the capital of 
Dutch New Amsterdam to its current 
preeminent position as the “Capital 
City of the World” with the location 
of United Nations World Headquar- 
ters. 

The cachets will be-issued in a tem- 
porary postal station which will be 
established in the Sub-Treasury Build- 
ing, Wall and Nassau Streets, on the 
site of the old Federal Hall, the first 
capitol of the United States under the 
Consitution. 

Mail matter bearing theachets will 
be dispatched from this station and 
will be postmarked with a special can- 
celing die reading: “Federal Hall Sta- 
tion, Greater New York Golden Jubi- 
lee, 1898-1948.” Cachets in the offing, 
include: 


December 15, 1947—New York estab- 
lished as first American city char- 
tered by Congress on December 
15, 1783. 

December 23, 1947—Continental Con- 
gress selects New York as first 
United States Capital on Decem- 
ber 23, 1784. 

January 1, 1948—First session of 
City Council under new State 
charter consolidates Greater City 
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of New York on January 1, 1898. 


February 2, 1948—New Amsterdam 


(later New York City) proclaim- 
ed capital of Dutch Colonial Gov- 
ernment on February 2, 1653. 
February 20, 1948—Fifty years of 
Business Progress Exposition to 
open under auspices of American 
Institute of the City of New 


York. 

February 22, 1948—Sub-Treasury de- 
dicated on site of Federal Hall 
on February 22, 1842. 

March 4, 1948—Continental Congress 
first called into session in Federal 
Hall on March 4, 1789. 

March 26, 1948—United Nations 
meets in Hunter College estab- 
lishing New York as “Capital 
City of the World” on March 26, 
1946. 

April 6, 1948—First Electoral Con- 
gress announces Washington un- 
animous choice as first President 
on April 6, 1789. 

April 23, 1948—Washington welcomed 
to New York City and Federal 
Hall on April 23, 1789. 

April 30, 1948—Inauguration of 
Washington as First President on 
Federal Hall Balcony on April 
30, 1789. 


Collectors desiring commemorative 
covers with the special cachets on 
the above anniversary dates should 
send the covers, self-addressed with 
8c stamps affixed, to the Federal Hall 
Memorial Associates, Federal Hall 
Station, New York 5, New York. 

To faciliate the proper handling, 
covers for each cachet must be sent 
under separate enclosures, conspicu- 
ously marked on the face to show date 
of cachet and cancellation desired. 

Every reasonable precaution will be 
taken to furnish satisfactory cachet 
and postmark impression on covers by 
collectors for the various dates, but 
neither the Department nor the Fed- 
eral Hall Memorial Associates will as- 
sume responsibility for loss of covers 
in transit or for minor irregularities 
due directly or indirectly to failure 
of the sender to comply with the in- 
structions.

IT SEEMS TO ME 


By FRANK C. ROSS 
Used and Filler 


The collectors who make argument 
about “used” and “filler items” while 
momentarily slowed down, are sort 
of set in place by a recent letter. 


The oldsters used to sneer and say 
‘if you put in a space filler you'll 
never take it out, and your page will 
be “spoiled.” Then they’d quietly 
dicker for the filler. 


Such things always have been with 
us. Perhaps this excerpt will put a 
new angle on the “filler” matter. 


“Naturally, since we are your 
pupils in many ways, we feel that it 
would be plain silly to leave a hole, 
or holes on a page when it is possible 
to fill a “suitable” specimen. And na- 
turally if you have a page of mint 
or nearly so, a stamp that has been 
smeared would show up like a dress 
shirt at breakfast. But so does a hole, 
and you cannot get any information 
out of a hole. The purpose of your 
page is not to make your visitors say 
Oh! and Ah!, as I see it, so much as 
to teach you something about stamps. 


If on the other hand you care more 
for the way your stamps appear to 
others than the way they speak to 
yourself, J suppose a “hole” would be 
more dignified than a mere “filler.” 
All in the point of view, and the point 
I would say would determine another 
class of collector. You already have 
those who collect “for profit” and 
those who collect “for pleasure” and 
“for interest and pleasure” types, so 
now you can establish the “every- 
thing for looks” type. Maybe that 
last belongs more closely to the “for 
profit” bunch, but probably not al- 
together. They are more like the 
men whose dogs have to be thorough- 
breds before they can love them, 
while other folk get really fond of a 
mutt — provided he is the lovable 
sort.” 


The present deluge of inflations 
and such will inevitably, as after 
World War I, cause “holes” and short 
sets and skipped numbers (not al- 
ways the higher ones because of 
“newspaper rates” and such things) 
and your “holes” may be slow of fil- 
ling, but again mint may eventually 
be less valuable than the postally 
used copy, or no more valuable. If 
you have to have everything mint, 
well centered, well cancelled, you are 
not studying very hard the factual 
history and use of your accumulated 
stamps. Think that over. 


Cancellations 


As for caneellations, Europe does 
better than ‘we do and does not use 
the “dauber.” So a little story. 
Little fellow, almost that awful word 
the papers so love to use — para- 
plegic — got a present of a Scandi- 
navian Kilo. Government Kilo, too. 
He had likely dreamed a great varie- 
ty. He got, of course, many items 
of postal rate values. He had time 
and energy, even if disappointed in 
the variety angle. Study showed 
many with wholly legible town names. 
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Then another collector gave him a 
partial list of towns in that country. 
He made a “cross word” puzzle out 
of the mass. Alphabetically set up 
cancellation names, where letters 
missing, chased till he got the full 
town name, then mounted and if the 
name lacked letters, wrote the town 
name under. Mounted in cheap copy 
books, the cancelled items became a 
list of towns, and forced a line to a 
town because of many values. 


Not bad for 12 years old, and since 
he has been given the governmental 
list of post offices and cancellations, 
he has a very unusual puzzle nearly 
solved. I believe less than 12% of 
the post offices missing. 


Who calls those zackages “Kilo— 
what?” Silly. A recent paper shows 
a value breakdown of a Government 
“Kilo”. But you don’t have to have 
such. Our little chair patient didn’t 
either and he was a self-starter. 
No one who could see, ever bought a 
kilo that didn’t contain something he 
could use. 


Might be he felt he did not “get 
his money back.” Many do. Their 
time must be unusually valuable—to 
them. But to the great majority of 
student collectors, not dealers who 
want their money back plus as much 
more profit, and mass—packet—kilo 
—gives recreation, scope for study, 
often discoveries. And it is a rest 
also. Can’t expect 100% approval, 
but who cares? Fun and often our 
pages improve. Never saw a kilo 
that did not produce some new— 
better item, or shades and_ such, 
not soaked shades either for Kilos are 
not “off paper.” So it might pay to 
consider that many enjoy them, 
many get relaxation and rest from 
them, and some few maybe profit 
financially by sharp manipulation 
and resale. 


“Corrected” Overprint 


Recently turned up an overprint 
for a Greek provisional. But first in 
red on a blue item, later (and the 
expert says because of it being il- 
legible) reprinted and silver or 
aluminum bronzed. Do not recall a 
“corrected” overprint, but there may 
be some. The addition of silver 
bronze in the same type and letter- 
ing is a correction for legibility. 

Never saw such a classification, 
either. Who has? 


Catalog Talk 


Now some catalog talk. Seems to 
pundits have started again and what 
they know about “how to do it, how 
to correct it is, as the little boy said 
about his punishment — “sum’p’n.” 

But one “authority” slipped a cog. 
Some time ago he had to do with the 
pricing of pre-cancels in that cata- 
log, and was told some facts. The 
correction was never made. Others 
similarly stayed low, and now many 
say it was kept low because he “hop- 
ed” and didn’t have. That is maybe 
jealousy. However, if a stamp is one 
of possibly remaining 12 copies and 
of that 12, eight or nine are known, 
and the price remains five bucks, 
what is wrong? So while possibly 
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the pundit has inside information, 
likely he is just as wrong on his 
selected errors as on the other mat- 
ter. Probably “wronger.” Could be! 


Letter From England 

Letter from the Secretary of a very 
nice little college club in the north 
of New England. “We have a little 
exchange and the members sell and 
swap thru the two elected sales man- 
agers. The main kicks, there being 
no mail or carry outside of the 
campus and dorms, are losses by rub- 
offs and mis-replacement when so 
loosened. What to do?” 

The boys and gals, even in as limit- 
ed an area as a school or small col- 
lege are rarely “careful” about hand- 
ling sales books. They mean well; 
they have interest. They intend to 
play it the Golden Rule way, but, 
having the usual split second habits 
of getting to classes and others 
similar, they are careless. 

I appreciate the refinement of 
careful hinging. The cure would seem 
to “stick ’em on tight—”; use the 
tongs to cut the hinge when remov- 
ing, then peel from the stamp care- 
fully. The current best hinge is 
peelable, very much so, and rarely 
does it harm the item to "peel it, even 
damping won’t hurt, and the owner 
won’t kick about rub-offs and mis- 
placements and such. He puts on to 
stay, the next uses care to take off. 
Simple. Cheaper to use hinges to 
keep the items in place. No fights, 
no dissatisfaction either end — and 
the Committee happier. 

Hungarian Issues 

It ‘would take many pages to copy 
the criticisms of that un-catalogued 
Hungarian ‘“Hero-worship” issue. 
But just to even up the critics, there 
are other dual-language issues. There 
were similarly jobbed, issues in 
Egypt, Cuba, South America and 
Central America, even the Earhart 
stuff in Mexico. 

There have been shorter issues, 
less commemorative — (perhaps that 
should be “less justified”) and surely 
much, or as much profiteered in. 

So we'll stop it? Silly, if one col- 
lects he will get the issue used, both 
ways maybe, and ten years from now 
he will be proud he bought at the 
current price, for the price is going 
up, even if it hurts the self appointed 
censors and censoring Societies and 
“me too” convention voters. 

Someone should compile the names 
of the Societies previously set up for 
the same purpose, or for the same 
reasoning. That would be a major 
guffaw, and a belly laugh. 

But the Hungarian effort is out 
of the catalogue. So were the See- 
becks going to be, but they are in— 
have to be. As one writer says it — 
“T’aint sense to omit, but must make 
the guy feel he is the worlds’ best 
censor and director. Could be don’t 
know even the beginning, history 
repeats, believe it or not.” 

And then we could quote the scold- 
ings in. the Stamp press about the 
dealer in Chicago who greeted his 
customers with “Hello, sucker.” That 
applies too. 

But the worshippers will buy ’em, 
plenty. Maybe not so worshipful in 
ten years, but the items ‘will complete 
Hungary, and as they were used for 


postage, likely legitimacy is estab- 
lished. 

One school marm (they are pretty 
well informed) says “Why not sweep 
up Russia too? Those were jobbed 
plenty—sold here cancelled with full 
gum and as for profiteering—AM- 
TORG steered the sale, I hear—so 
why not?”, 

And plenty more of us say the 
same.

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NUMISMATIC THOUGHTS

“WILD CAT VENTURES” has a 
numismatic origin. In the days prior 
to the Civil War when state banks 
were running “wild” and _ issuing 
their own notes without adequate 
safe-guards, a Michigan bank orna- 
mented its notes with the likeness of 
a wild cat. The bank failed, and the 
outstanding notes were given the 
name of “wild cats” and the term 
soon spread to include notes of all 
other broken banks. The term “wild 
cat” did not become obsolete like the 
notes, but ‘was made to apply to any 
wild or uncertain venture.

GOOD DOLLARS. Those starting 
a dollar collection should have no 
trouble filling their sets; they 
should contact their local hotels. 
Some one passed the tip along that 
“A hotel is a place where a guest 
often gives up good dollars for poor 
quarters.”

COLORFUL. The attention to the 
many state tax token collectors 
should be called to the vartous color- 
ed plastic tokens of Missouri. When 
first issued they were bright red 
(1 mill) and bright green (5 mills), 
but now is found in circulation thou- 
sands of the 1 mill tokens in brown- 
ish red, and 5 mill ones in olive 
green and some even of a bluish tint. 
This change in tints was probably 
unintentional, but enough of the dif- 
ferent hues have been placed in cir- 
culation to make each shade a 
separate type. It is surprising the 
number of state tax token collectors, 
so many that they have become first 
cousins to coin collectors.

Fear Unfounded 


Many collectors feared that the 
large issue of Booker T. Washington 
commemoratives would not be fully 
disposed of. If other Cities follow 
the lead of Kansas City, Mo., there 
will not be enough coins to go 
around. The Kansas City Times, 
Sept. 18th, says “About 4,000 Booker 
T. Washington Memorial half-dol- 
lars have been purchased in the Kan- 
sas City area since preliminary sales 
were begun last week. The official 
sale of the half dollars in Kansas 
City began yesterday in 100 street 
booths and drug stores, banks and 
department stores. The goal for this 
area is 50,000 of the coins. Mrs. 


Portia Washington Pittman, daugh- 
ter of Booker T. Washington, will 
present one of the coins to Mayor 
Kemp at 10 o’clock this morning at 
the City Hall.” 

Afternoon edition of the paper had 
this further comment:— A _ special 
issue of half dollars is currently on 
sale for 1 dollar, and there will be 
a brief pause while we skim through 
the old Economics textbook for any 
light it may shed on 1-dollar half 
dollars and their relationship. to the 
ordinary half-dollar dollar.

Foresight

determination not to check on the 
account — just let it ride. 

With about 25,000 active, 125,000 
semi-active, and 1,250,000 passive 
collectors combing their change, 
there is little chance of finding a 
rarity in one’s daily transactions. Big 
profits on extreme rarities are the 
exception, and not for the average 
person. To make money “make 
money” the long pull is the surest. 
Current coins are being turned out 
by the millions and will never in our 
time become rarities, but they will 
always be MUST pieces in collec- 
tions. With the small issues one can- 
not be choosey about condition, but 
with the heavy issues most buyers 
will accept only coins in uncirculated 
condition, and are willing to pay a 
good premium for them. Take for 
instance the many-coined Shield, 
Liberty and Buffalo nickels and the 
Indian-head and Lincoln pennies, al- 
though very plentiful, the uncircu- 
lated ones bring many times face 
value; it is the condition and not the 
age that sells them. 

A few years hence dealers will 
jump at the chance to buy rolls of 
current uncirculated coins, and at 
several times face, so back up your 
Fore-sight, stock up; don’t give 
Judge Hindsight a chance to pena- 
lize you for short-sightedness. Be an 
I Did, not an I Didn’t.

Biblical Values 


The following are taken from 
items in the glossary of a Family 
Bible printed in 1872:— 

The coin which Peter found in the 
mouth of a fish was probably the 
stater, or tetradrachm, the only 
Greek silver coin in use at that time, 
equal in value to the shekel, which 
was not then coined, or in use, un- 
less for Temple dues. 

The tribute-money bore the head 
of a Caesar, Tiberius or some earlier 
one, and was a day’s wages of a 
soldier, and such as was paid the 
laborers in the vineyard. 

The piece of money paid Judas is 
represented by the tetradrachm of 
Antiochus IV which was equal to the 
shekel. As there were money chang- 
ers in the Temple, who changed Gen- 
tile coins for the Temple money 
(shekel of the sanctuary), the thirty 
pieces may have been Jewish shekels 
of Simon or Eleazar.

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RECOLLECTIONS OF AN OLD COLLECTOR 


By THOMAS L. ELDER 


Was This Medal 
Winner Bewitched 


In the early spring of 1754 Colonel 
George Washington had completed 
the erection of his Ft. Necessity at 
the Great Meadows in western Penn- 
sylvania. He was expecting an early 
assault by the French at Ft. Duques- 
ne at the forks of the Allegheny and 
Monongahela rivers. He had com- 
pleted his mission to Le Boeuf on 
French Creek, and had got the refus- 
al of the French to evacuate their 
holdings at Ft. Venango and Le 
Boeuf. Washington’s few Indian al- 
lies, Oneidas and Delawares joined 
him at Ft. Necessity for a formal re- 
ception and for presentation of Eng- 
lish medals bearing the head of the 
sovereign of that region, George II. 
Washington presented the medals in 
person. Recipients were Queen Aleg- 
ueppa, whom. he had noted on his way 
home from Le Boeuf. She resided 
somewhere near the Conoquenessing 
and Monongahela with her son. 
Washingten had presented her also 
with a “match coat.” With serious 
mein Washington called her son by 
name and formally conferred on him 


the medal in behalf of his king. Then 
came Tanacharison, the old half-king 
of the Oneidas. He received his 
medal Later he was to notify 
Washington by night of the approach 
of the large party of French under 
deTummville, whose party had hid- 
den itself in a woods some miles from 
the English fort. Washington decid- 
ed to attack first. He marched single 
file with a force of Virginians in- 
cluding Lieutenant Wagner, and 
burst on the surprised French. 
deTummville ran out and was killed 
on the first fire. The old half-king 
ran forward and scalped several of 
the prostrate French. The victory 
was complete. All the survivors (ex- 
cept one who carried the news to Ft. 
Duquesne) were taken prisoners by 
Washington to Williamsburg, Vir- 
ginia. 

More Indian help came on July 9th, 
1755, after which we hear little of 
Washington’s six Indian allies. Not 
long after there was a strange tale 
from Harris Ferry (or Harrisburg): 
The old half-king had suddenly and 
mysteriously died. Old Tanacharison 
had declared he had been bewitched 
because he had _ scalped_ several

French at a battle on May 28, 1754. 
It was the first onslaught of the 
Seven Years, or French and Indian 
War, and the holder of the George II 
medal had played his part in the bat- 
tle. As for this king being bewitched, 
we will have to leave that claim to 
surmise and history. We know that 
in the death of the half-king the 
English lost a valued ally. |

Discerning 
collectors may pick up some desirable 
items as people await world develop- 
ments and political campaigns. Good 
coins are still good.

A Collector Finds a 
Pattern for Life 

Some years ago my door opened at 
East 23rd St., New York, and an el- 
derly man of short stature, with a 
heavy mustache entered. He came 
with outstretched hand and gave me 
a faded gold coin. It proved to be a 
J. J. Conway & Co. five dollar piece 
— one of the most valuable American 
private gold coins. 

“Is that worth anything?” said he. 

Indeed, I told him, “yes” and he 
soon made a deal with me to either 
buy the piece or sell it in an auction. 

The story of this coin has been told 
before. The rest of the account is 
new. 

W. C. Crane, the owner of the coin, 
was an old-time New Yorker and at 
the time was president of the old 
Westsiders’ Association. He had al- 
ways been interested in antiques, 
coins, paper money, play bills, Cur- 
riers, autographs, pictures of Lincoln 
and the like. His home at 120 West 
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30th Street was a veritable museum 
containing objects he had collected 
from all over the world. These in- 
cluded relics from Malmaison, a 
Napoleon I retreat, and thousands of 
interesting old theatrical bills, and 
Confederate money. It was a sight 
to see Mr. Crane at work in the study 
of the basement of his house. 


I got to know the old gentleman 
well. He had been born in 1839. One 
evening near the end of his life, 
which occurred at 89, he got confi- 
dential and unfolded his scheme for 
life. 


“IT was in the clothes business, 
said he. “At the end of the Civil 
War both my partners died at 40 and 
45 years. I made up my mind I 
would not follow suit. So I closed out 
the business and made my mind up to 
devote the rest of my life to my hob- 
bies — coins, autographs and paper 
money. I have been at it ever since. 
I found the Conway $5 in a shop in 
Venice back about 1882. I greatly 
enjoyed this life and my method of 
pursuing it, Elder,” said he. “It is 
now seventy years since I retired. I 
am now an old man. But if I had my 
life to live over again, I would retire 
early and go and do the very same 
thing all over again—namely, I 
would devote my life to my hobbies.” 

So here was a man nearly ninety 
years old declaring he would do it 
all over again, what he made up his 
mind to do in the year 1866. Very 
interesting, I should say, and a boost 
for collecting.

A Happy Chapter 
In Indian History 


Traces of one of the happiest 
chapters in the early relations be- 
tween White and Red men on the At- 
lantic seaboard were found on the 
island of Martha’s Vineyard, near 
Cape Cod, last summer by Dr. Henry 
B. Collins, Smithsonian Institution 
ethnologist. 


At the time of the Puritan settle- 
ment of Boston this island apparent- 
ly ‘was one of the most thickly popu- 
lated places in the New England area. 
It is supposed to have had an Indian 
population of about 3,000. All be- 
longed to the Wampanoag tribe of 
the general Algonquian stock. The 
shores of Martha’s Vineyard were 
exceptionally rich fishing grounds. 


Fortunately for the Indians the 
island was leased from the Earl of 
Stirling — to whom it had been 
granted by the Crown — by a re- 
markable character, the staunch old 
Puritan Thomas Mayhew who had 
extremely rigid ideas on justice due 
to Indians. He lived among them, 
paid well for all their produce, and 
made them his_ staunch friends. 
During King Philip’s War in 1675-76 
he had no hesitation in arming them, 
and they remained loyal to him. 


As a result the Indians have per- 
sisted at Gay Head at the west end 
of the island to this day, and sur- 
prisingly some of the remaining fam- 
ilies apparently represent a relatively 
pure stock. Among these Gay Head 
people, Collins found, were individu- 
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als with features more characteristic 


of the general American Indian type 
than of the traditional picture of Al- 
gonquians. This leads to the “yg 4 
thesis, Collins believes, that the In- 
dian population found along much of 
the Atlantic seaboard were not so 
divergent from the traditional type 
of Red man as sometimes has been 
supposed. Racial factures have been 
lost through more complete inter- 
mixture with White and Negro in 
other persisting Algonquian groups 
in the East. 


Remains of the material culture of 
the old Martha’s Vineyard sh a 
Collins found, are quite scanty today. 
He was able, however, to locate many 
of their old settlements and collect 
samples of their characteristic ar- 
rowheads and other implements. Ap- 
parently under the civilizing influ- 
ence of Mayhew and his followers, 
who’ converted them to a particular- 
ly rigid type of Puritanism, they soon 
abandoned their old ways of life and 
adopted the White man’s ways. The 
surviving remnants of the Gay Head 
Indians are beginning to revive some 
of the old handicrafts.

Diverse Cultures 


A region of strangely diverse cul- 
tures, due largely to enviroment and 
isolation, is southwestern Guatemala. 
A comprehensive study of the ways 
of life of this region by Dr. Felix W. 
McBryde has just been issued by the 
Institute of Social Anthropology of 
the Smithsonian Institution. This is 
one of a series of monographs on 
native Latin American peoples pre- 
pared oy the Smithsonian in coopera- 
tion with the Interdepartmental Com- 
mittee on Scientific and Cultural Co- 
operation of the State Department. 


Dr. McBryde deals largely with the 
Indian populations of the mist- 
shrouded region of blue volcanoes 
which constitute the densely forested 
foothills of the Guatemalan High- 
lands and of the country around Lake 
Atitlan. The Indians are largely of 
Mayan descent, distantly related to 
the people who had built up the high- 
est of New World civilizations in Yu- 
catan before the Spanish conquest. At 
present they speak four distinct dia- 
lects of Mayan, and the people of one 
village often cannot understand the 
language of the inhabitants of a 
neighboring village. 


Speaking of two adjacent moun- 
tain villages, McBryde says: “Just 
two miles southeast of Panajachel one 
comes upon a little village so differ- 
ent from the first that it might al- 
most be part of another continent. 
And yet these two villages have ex-

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isted, two miles apart, since about 
the time of the discovery of America 
and possibly before. A native of one 
village may be distinguished from 
one of the other almost as far away 
as human limbs are discernible, so 
different are the costumes.” 

An interesting idea brought out by 
Dr. McBryde is that the concept of 
the “city” is entirely a European in- 
troduction, as far as Guatemala is 
concerned. The Indians had large 
centers of population but no “cities,” 
as the term would now be understood. 

One of the largest highland towns, 
for example, is Santiago on the 
shore of Lake Atitlan. It is a trade 
center and the focus of a rich agri- 
cultural area. The population is 
about 5,000, almost entirely Indian. 
Yet it. bears very little resemblance 
to a “city.” It is almost entirely 
lacking in municipal institutions and 
organization. 

Yet the nearby town of Solola, 
with less than half the population 
and a few enviromental advantages, 
is clearly a small “city.” The ma- 
jority of its population have some 
European blood and have adopted 
Spanish culture. Here are hotels, a 
public library, department stores, 
theater, municipal buildings, and ar- 
tizans of all sorts with a distinct 
specialization of labor. All these are 
lacking at Santiago.

An 1820 Rival of the

That there were one or more rivals 
is proved in the _ sesquicentennial 
edition of “The Zanesville, Ohio, 
News.” The original symbol of 
Zanesville merchants was a little 
wooden Negro, three feet high, hold- 
ing in one hand a bunch of cigars and 
in the other a box + snuff. He was 
the property of J. Cochran, the 
first tobacconist in ‘oo who 
manufactured cigars and chewing 
and smoking tobacco there for many 
years. The man who applied the 
ebony tint to the dwarfed Negro is 
said to have been a local painter 
named Wesley Alwine.

Notes on the Sioux 


The Sioux Indians did not make 
pottery from native clay as did the 
earlier Indians who lived along the 
Missouri River.

NATIVE CULTURES 


Caves and shores of vanished lakes 
and rivers scattered through the arid 
Great Basin west of the Rockies are 
affording bits of evidence, difficult 
to interpret or correlate, of human 
beings in this part of North America 
in the rainy centuries that closed the 
last ice age. A few years ago, this 
evidence was presented in a report 
by the Smithsonian Institution’s Bu- 
reau of American Ethnology. 

While evidence of an immediately 
post-ice-age culture, perhaps 10,000 
years old, has been accumulating for 
several years just east of the Rock- 
ies, the region across the Continental 
Divide remains much more of an 
enigma. 

Immediately after the retreat of 
the ice, it is pointed out the barren 
land of today, deluged with heavy 
rains, was much more fertile and in- 
viting to human beings. There were 
deep lakes and broad rivers. Wind- 
swept waves of the lakes beat against 
the rocky shores and created large 
underwater caves. Then the dry per- 
iod, which with a single interruption 
has continued to the present, set in. 
The lake levels sank. One after 
another the caves were left high and 
dry, affording excellent shelter for 
human beings of a low culture level 
who seem to have drifted into the 
Great Basin. They left artifacts 
scattered over the cave floors. Gen- 
erations passed and the wave-carved 
homes were abandoned. Winds over 
centuries covered the debris-littered 
floors with soil which has continued 
to pile up to the present. 

Geologic evidence indicates that 
the lake waters in this part of the 
continent began to recede between 
25,000 and 30,000 years ago. Shortly 
thereafter, the report states, the 
highest of the caverns must have 
become suitable for human occu- 
pancy. When the man-made artifacts 
are found on the rock bottoms, a very 
early habitation is indicated. 

The evidence afforded by ancient 
shallow lake and stream shores, now 
arid wastes, is based on the assump- 
tion that their occupation as camp 
sites must have been before the pres- 
ent period of aridity. In several in- 
stances deposits of human artifacts 
have been found. The evidence is 
complicated by the fact that there 
was a second and minor rainy period 
in this region not more than 1,500 
years ago which may have partially 
refilled some of the lake and stream 
beds. 

The earliest artifacts are difficult 
to correlate with anything found else- 
where. The form of the flint spear- 
points indicates that they are more 
recent than the very characteristic 
“Folsom points” found over most of 
the country east of the Rockies. These 
are attributed to the earliest known 
inhabitants of North America. In 
some places the Great Basin type of 
points are intermingled with others 
of a strong “Folsomoid” appearance. 

The present evidence, the report 
states, indicates strongly that parts 
of the region were occupied between 
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10,000 years ago and the first appear- 
ance in the Southwest of the Basket 
Makers—probably less than 2,000 
years ago. The story of 8,000 years 
remains to be reconstructed from 
such bits of evidence as can be un- 
covered by the spades of archaeolo- 
gists. 

Basket Maker influences begin to 
appear between one and two thous- 
and years ago. It cannot be determ- 
ined, however, whether peoples with 
this culture complex migrated into 
the Great Basin from Arizona or 
whether there was a spread of their 
ways of life to people who had come 
in from some other direction. Their 
baskets and other artifacts made liv- 
ing much more feasible in a semi- 
desert region where a great deal de- 
pended on the gathering and storage 
of seeds. 

In the Southwest the Basket Mak- 
ers were succeeded by the various 
Pueblo peoples, who appropriated and 
developed their rude culture into one 
of the outstanding primitive cultures 
of the New World. The Pueblo in- 
fluence also extended into the Great 
Basin. Next, came the wraithlike 
“promontory people” with a simpler 
culture, and these were replaced, or 
shaded into, the present Shoshonean 
tribes of the region. 

The origin of the present tribes is 
unknown. From the beginning it is 
believed they have had hard lives. 
The land—high, semi-desert covered 
with sagebrush — has afforded a 
scant livelihood to a scant population. 
The result has been that they have 
been able to accomplish little more 
than keep alive and have never piled 
up such a surplus as would allow 
much differentiation of occupation 
and leisure as is necessary for build- 
ing up a complex culture. Conse- 
quently, the conclusion is that some 
of the Great Basin tribes have the 
sparest culture to be found among 
any of the primitive peoples of 
North America. 

Their territory, however, may 
eventually provide a link over the 
long, almost blank milleniums be- 
tween the ice-age peoples and the 
Basket Makers of the early Christian 
era.

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The Permian Epoch 


More than a hundred million years 
of the earth’s history written in fos- 
sil shells imbedded in eight tons of 
rock is to be deciphered by Smith- 
sonian Institution paleontologists. 

This is the Permian geological 
epoch, extending from about 212,000,- 
000 to 175,000,000 years ago. It was 
one of the great transition periods 
of earthly time when the planet’s 
crust was becoming fixed into some- 
thing approaching its present con- 
tour, and back-boned animals — in- 
cluding the possible ancestors of 
mammals — had conquered the land. 
Predominant fossils are those of 
shelled sea creatures whose remains 
became imbedded in offshore sea- 
bottom ooze. Most of them were 
small. Their fossils are like cryptic 
letters stamped in rock. 

For eight years the Smithsonian 
has been accumulating Permian ma- 
terial. Progress in the past has been 
rather slow, since it was necessary 
to chip each fossil- from. the hard 
rock by hand with laborious care and 
patience in order that all details 
might be preserved. By dissolving 
the rock in acid, all this can be by- 
passed. Much of the fossil material 
is altered to silicon dioxide, quite 
similar to quartz. The rock thus can 
be entirely dissolved by tmersion in 
a tub of muriatic acid. The fossils 
themselves, composed of silica, are 
not affected by this acid. 


A special laboratory now is set up 
for this work. All the fossils in the 
eight tons of accumulated rock will 
be etched out and classified as soon 
as possible. It is expected that the 
number of fossils of this period in 
the Smithsonian collections will be 
about doubled. There will remain the 
~~ and difficult job of interpreta- 
ion. 

Although of considerable economic 
importance, since they sometimes 
contain oil deposits, Permian rocks in 
the United States are not well known, 
and the whole period is now under 
close study by many other scientists, 
as well as those of the Smithsonian. 

One of the world’s largest Permian 
areas is West Texas. Other very 
large deposits of rocks formed in 
this period are in China and Russia.

In the Northern Hemisphere the Per- 
mian on the whole seems to have 
been a temperate period with an 
abundance of life. In the Southern 
Hemisphere there was a great ice 
sheet over central Africa during a 
considerable part of this time and the 
now ice-covered Antarctic Continent 
was a green land. 

In addition to the store of rocks al- 
ready on hand, more American Per- 
mian material will be collected for 
the same treatment as rapidly as 
possible.

Brachiopods 


Fossils of shelled creatures that 
filled the seas during earth’s middle 
ages — the Mesozoic time stretch- 
ing roughly from 180,000,000 to 100,- 
000,000 years ago — were collected 
by Dr. G. Arthur Cooper, Smithson- 
ian Institution paleontologist, 


» through the southwest this summer. 


Prominent among these were 
brachiopods, which in the preceding 
period had been probably the most 
abundant form of animal life. Today 
the living forms of this group that 
still persist constitute a bridge from 
the present to the distant past. Now 
they are found off the Atlantic 
coast of the United States, in the 
waters around Japan, and most 
abundantly, around Australia and 
New Zealand. Few persons living in 
America ever have seen one alive, but 
some of the species are quite striking. 
One Cuban form has a tawny-yellow 
shell with red bands. 


In their family relationships these 
brachiopods, or lamp shells, probably 
are closer to worms than to any oth- 
er living group. 

Near Douglas, Ariz., Dr. Cooper 
obtained silicified brachiopod fossils 
embedded in rock, which can be dis- 
solved by acid, leaving the shell in- 
tact. The next region studied was the 
Permian area of West Texas—rocks 
laid down 200,000,000 years ago. 
Here were obtained some splendid 
specimens of the “spiny brachiopods” 
—creatures whose shells were cover-

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ed with delicate spines. These ap- 
parently were not primarily for de 
fense. In some cases they were used 
as a means of attachment to sea- 
bottem rocks and in others to keep 
the animal on the mud surface. 

In central Texas Dr. Cooper ob- 
tained excellent fossil sponges and 
mollusks, which followed the brachio- 
pods as the next most abundant 
creatures in the seas. Much material 
also was obtained from Oklahoma. 

The great brachiopod yy oe ap- 
parently was on the wane in 
America during Ra Mesezoic aa 
Dr. Cooper explains, although they 
were still pita nt in Europe. Hith- 
erto unknown species occur in the 
materials collected this summer, and 
some reason may be deduced for the 
difference in distribution shown be- 
tween the two continents.

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The Remington Works at 
Ilion, New York 


Editor’s Note: The April 13, 1872, issue 
ef the Scientific American, carried an 
interesting account of the doings at the 

ington plant in lion, N. Y., which 
may be of interest to those who delve 
into the past. This material is printed 
through the courtesy of Arthur T. Ward, 
New York City Collector. 


The Remington armory comprises 
twenty-five different buildings, which 
occupy twenty-three acres of land in 
the heart of the town of Ilion. Two 
races, running from States Creek to 
the Erie Canal, pass through the 
works and furnish them with a valu- 
able amount of water power. Not so 
very long ago the works, for a whole 
month together, turned out on an 
average 1,400 rifles and 300 revolver 
pistols a iy This was, of course, 
exceptional; but the average capacity 
of the works is rated by the firm at 
1,100 rifles and 200 pistols a day. 
The firm have now contracts on hand 
which compel them to produce over 
1,000 rifles a day. But in addition to 
this great production, the Reming- 
tons make any number of rifles, guns 
or pistols to special patterns; and 
send shot guns and fowling pieces 
all over the world. 

The Remington rifle is a breech 
loader, of apparent simplicity but de- 
manding the most skillful construc- 
tion. This arm has been introduced 
in most of the armies of the world.

inches long and four inches in di- 
ameter, was placed in my hand. It 
was bored. “From Sheffield in Eng- 
land; that is the embryo gun barrel,” 
I was told. 


A workman produced one of these 
same bars, red hot from a heating 
furnace, ran a rod with a shoulder to 
it through the bore, and hurried with 
it to a rolling mill. Through it went, 
coming out longer, but preserving the 
bore, the rod left behind by reason 
of the shoulder preventing its pass- 
ing through the rollers. Another rod 
was put in, again the growing barrel 
went through, and the process was 
repeated sixteen times, till there was 
the gun barrel in the rough. 

The boring of it, after the quality 
of the metal, is the great thing. This 
and rifling are the most important 
features. The making of the locks, 
triggers, stocks, etc. is, in these days, 
purely a matter of mechanical opera- 
tion; unless the automatic machinery 
goes wrong, they must be according 
to pattern. But in boring and rifling, 
mechanical skill is the one desider- 
atum; if either be untrue, the barrel 
may burst, or the shot fail the truest 
aim. The rifling is done by a very 
small cold steel chisel inserted in a 
long rod firmly attached to a rapidly 
revolving wheel, which also moves up 
and down a platform. The barrel is 
run over this rod and placed firmly 
in position. As the wheel revolves, 
the chisel in the rod cuts the rifling 
in the barrel; and as the wheel ad- 
vances and retires very rapidly, the 
twist of the rifling is very elongated. 
The appearance of the rifling on 
looking through a barrel is very 
much like a long piece of apple par- 
ing. The next process is the polish- 
ing. This is done by a simple con- 
trivance which polished any number 
at one time. Several guns are at- 
tached to a machine which works up 
and down, each barrel passing 
through an expanding and contract- 
ing band of leather, well covered with 
emery powder, and outside a rod 
which simultaneously polishes the in- 
side. From the polishing room the 


barrels are taken to the testing room, 


where they are put to the severest 
test. Two men work this department. 
They load forty barrels at a time, 
with 280 grains of powder and 500 
grains of lead in each, and carry them 
into a small room, arranged for the 
purpose, to be all discharged at once. 
They are placed in position, wedged, 
and held down by a heavy beam. A 
train of powder is then laid to all the 
touch holes, every one hurrying out, 
and all is ready. The whole thing 
looks like an improvised miltrailleuse. 
The double doors having been care- 
fully closed, the tester strikes a small 
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rod of iron, protruding through the 
wooden partition, with a hammer. 
The rod is driven into a percussion 
cap at the end of the train of powder 
and the explosion of the charges in 
all the rifles immediately occurs. 
The value of this test is very great, 
the ordinary charge being seventy 
grains of lead. The barrels are after- 
ward tested with 150 grains of pow- 
der to see if they have been strained 
by the first test. The roof and walls 
of the testing room show that gun 
barrels can burst. The barrels are 
then steeped in boiling acids, which 
give them the peculiar shade of color 
they generally have. The mottled ap- 
pearance is produced by heatin 
them in boxes filled with charco 
and then dashing them, while red 
hot, into a solution of ammonia. 


Making the Bayonets. 

In other buildings, the rolling, 
temporing and polishing of the bayo- 
nets is carried on. The steel bar to 
be converted into a bayonet is pas- 
sed through a succession of rollers 
with dies on them, each successive 
die being longer and smaller, and ap- 
proaching more nearly in shape to 
the bayonet, as it leaves the last 
roller. The whole operation is sim- 
ilar, to a ma extent, to rolling 
angle or bridge iron; with the excep- 
tion that the shape is given by a pat- 
tern die, on the rollers, instead of by 
pattern of the rollers themselves.

Steam Street Cars. 


One of the prominent features in 
the Remington character is restless 
activity. If business flags a little in 
the gun trade, they immediately 
turn the use of some of their in- 
numerable machine shops to the pro- 
duction of other manufactures. Af- 
ter the close of the French war, they 
converted one of their buildings into 
a sewing machine factory, and are 
now able to turn out 500 machines a 
week, their gun lathes and drills be- 
ing particularly suitable for working 
the smaller parts of a sewing ma- 
chine. They have also quite lately 
taken up the construction of Mr. Bax- 
ter’s new steam cars for street rail- 
roads, and have contracted to build 
100 of them. Two will be completed 
within a month. The advocates of 
these cars, in summing up their ad- 
vantages over the ordinary horse 
car, say that the boilers are entirely 
safe, and burn the smoke perfectly. 
There is no noise or _— of 
steam, and the car can be stopped 
and started in half the time required 
by the horse cars, and can be run as 
slow or fast as may be desired; while 
the cost of fuel is less than half (in 
proportion to power) of that for any 
locomotive or dummy ever made. But 
the great point in the invention 1s 
its being able to ascend grades up to 
400 feet to the mile, (1 in 13) with- 
out any complication of gearing or 
machinery, but having a simple direct 
connection similar to a locomotive. 
It does not do this by the force of 
momentum, but can be stopped and 
started on any part of the grade 
without diffieulty. In fact, it can do 
all that the horse car can, and do it 
much better, and at a small fraction 
of the expense, both in first cost and 
in the running, and will actually save 
more than all the cost of the horses 
and their keeping. 

The Remington Agricultural Works. 

Here you see mowers, reapers, 
plows, hoes and rakes being made by 
thousands, all the work being done by 
machinery. I saw a lump of steel 
converted into a square hoe, and 
another into a heart shaped one, in 
what an Irishman would call “no 
time.” I saw them tempered and 
polished. I saw them tested, and they 
were almost as pliable as a Damas- 
cus blade. I stood for several min- 
utes in solemn contemplation of 
about 500 plow shares, and my re- 
spect for plow shares has increased 
immeasurably. 

These Remington agricultural 
works sold last year, 2,500 mowers 
and reapers, 5,000 plows, 500 culti- 
vators, 30,000 cultivator teeth, and 
a large number of hoes and rakes. 
The last item is always an exceeding- 
ly variable one. During the six years 
the works have been in full opera- 
tion, they have made as few as 10,- 
000, and as many as 23,000 hoes in 
one year. 

But, even here, the Remington 
restless activity displays itself. I 
saw some cotton gins being put to- 
gether, and inquired what they were 


doing there. The reply was: “Oh, we 
make cotton gins of a superior kind 
here. We often make two hundred 
or three hundred gins a year.” In 
the foundry, I saw men at work on 
heavy iron beams. “What are they 
for?” I asked. “Oh, we build bridges 
about here and in other parts of the 
State, railroad and other bridges.” 
The fact is these Remingtons inherit 
a mechanical spirit and a restless ac- 
tivity. They cannot be otherwise than 
busy. If guns are not in demand, 
they make pistols; if pistols are not 
wanted, they make cartridges; should 
cartridges become a drug in the mar- 
ket, they burst out in sewing ma- 
chines, horse cars, cotton gins, bridg- 
es, plows, mowers and reapers or 
anything else that strikes their fan- 
cy or that Col. Squire, their able and 
energetic director in New York, may 
suggest.

along, and they attend to their own 
and lIlion’s business. They build 
churches and homes; they give $100- 
000 or more to colleges, they treat 
their workmen like fellow creatures, 
and Ilion shies its cap in the air for 
the Remingtons and the Remington 
works. — Correspondence New York 
Times.

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MORE ABOUT BERTA HUMMEL 


By ISOBEL GORDON 


Through the kindness of Sister 
Mary Callista, of Mundelein College 
in Chicago, who has permitted us to 
see her translations of the introduc- 
tions to Berta Hummel’s two books, 
we are able to give more information 
about this remarkable young artist 
whose untimely death at thirty-seven 
was such a loss to the entire world. 

Among the treasures which Sister 
Mary Callista has collected are an 
original sketch by Berta Hummel; a 
photograph of the painting of St. 
Theresa which Berta Hummel did be- 
fore her illness and which hangs in 
the room in Siessen where she died; 
a letter from the artist’s father, Mr. 
Adolf Hummel, who sent a _ photo- 
graph of his daughter as a Sister; a 
picture of Berta Hummel’s birth- 
place; some of the figurines and 
many of the Hummel prints and 
cards. Sister Callista has mounted 
her collection of the latter in three 
large albums and has made transla- 
tions of the little verses that are so 
frequently appended to the Hummel 
cards, especially those taken from the 
two books Das Hummel-Buch and 
Hui! Die Hummel! The latter title 
means: “Whee! the Bumble-bee!” 
Her name meaning bumble-bee ac- 
counts for the frequent occurrence of 
the bumble-bee in her pictures.

21, 1909, at Massing on the Rott Riv- 
er in Lower Bavaria. She was the 
third oldest of six children and was 
quite a lively child so that life among 
the brothers, Adolf and Franz, and 
the sisters, Kathl, Viki, Cenerl, and 
Berta, must have been very gay. Her 
family had been lovers of art and 
beauty for generations; her father 
had achieved an A or B in drawing, 
while his father had always had an 
A in drawing class. There is a re- 
cord too of an ancestor, Dominic 
Hummel, born in 1769 and who died 
in 1800, whose gravestone is marked 
that he drew, sketched, and painted 
beautifully. 


From 1916 to 1921 Berta Hummel 
attended grade school in her home 
town, Massing. At the early age of 
ten it was apparent from her draw- 
ings at school that she would fulfill 
her dream of becoming an artist for 
even the smallest children begged her 
to draw them. In 1921 the twelve- 
year old Berta was transferred from 
the Massing grade school to the In- 
stitute of the English Madames at 
Simbach on the Inn River. Because 
of her increasing talent, her parents 
took her to Munich in 1927 and there 
she attended the state industrial 
school of art. For two years she was 
trained technically and also satisfied 
her hunger for the artistic treasures 
Munich offered; she also attended the 
theatre, cinema, festivals and society 
events. After these two years she 
seemed satiated with this busy pat- 
tern of existence and left her beauti- 
ful room in the neighborhood of the 
Franciscan convent of St. Anna and 
moved to the Convent of the Sisters 
of the Holy Family. There began 
a more quiet life but she gave great 
joy through her gaiety and artistic 
ability. The two following years 
were filled with hard strenuous work 
which led up to the final examination 
which Berta Hummel passed brilli- 
antly. Following this she took the 


-step which surprised many; she 


placed the spiritual vocation before 
the peak of her artistic talent and 
entered the Franciscan convent at 
Siessen where she became Sister 
Mary Innocentia in August, 1934. 
Another event in 1934 was the pub- 
lication of Das Hummel Buch. It had 
been preceded by angel pictures; the 
industry pictures, showing diligent 
little ones at work; Communion 
memorials; devotional pictures; con- 
gratulatory cards; designs of Mass 
vestments; church banners; and il- 
lustrations in magazines and year 
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books. Her second book, Hui! Die 
Hummel! was published in 1939. 

Where Berta Hummel was during 
the war, we do not know. The con- 
vent was restored to the Sisters in 
1945, after having been used by the 
Nazis as a camp for some 1100 
to 1400 persons, and they immediate- 
ly went to work to renovate their de- 
stroyed property which work was not 
finished until March 1946. 

In August 1944 Berta Hummel 
suffered a severe attack of pleurisy 
from which she never entirely recov- 
ered; scarcity of food left her weak 
and unable to resist disease. On 
November 6, 1946, she died at Sies- 
sen, surrounded by her grief-stricken 
mother and the devoted Sisters,—a 
tragedy felt by the world which had 
so loved her paintings and figurines.

Christmas Thoughts 


In our search for past happy 
Christmases, we found a most felici- 
tous one in Bayard Taylor’s account 
of the Christmas celebration he wit- 
nessed in 1844 in Germany, and 
which we quote in part for your en- 
joyment. 

“About the commencement of De- 
cember the Christmarkt, or fair, was 
opened in the Romerberg. The 
booths, decorated with green boughs, 
were filled with toys of various kinds, 
among which during the first days 
the figure of St. Nicholas was con- 
spicuous. There ‘were bunches of 
wax candles to illuminate the Christ- 
mas tree, gingerbread with printed

derness of playthings. The 5th of De- 
cember, being Nicholas evening, the 
booths were lighted up, and the 
square was filled with boys running 
from one stand to another, all 
shouting and talking together in the 
most joyous confusion. Nurses were 
going around carrying the smaller 
children in their arms, and parents 
bought presents decorated with 
sprigs of pine and carried them 
away. Some of the shops had beauti- 
ful toys — as, for instance, a whole 
grocery store in miniature, with bar- 
rels, boxes and drawers all filled with 
sweetmeats, a kitchen with a stove 
and all suitable utensils which could 
really be used, and sets of dishes of 
the most diminutive patterns. 

“Many of the tables had bundles of 
rods with gilded bands, which were 
to be used that evening by the per- 
sons who represented St. Nicholas. 
In the family with whom we reside 
one of our German friends dressed 
himself very comically with a mask, 
fur robe and long tapering cap. He 
came in with a bunch of rods and a 
sack, and a broom for a sceptre. 
After we all had received our share 
of the beating he threw the contents 
of his bag on the table, and while we 
were scrambling for the nuts and 
apples gave us many smart raps over 
the fingers. In many families the 
children are made to say, ‘I thank 
you, Herr Nicolaus,’ and the rods are 
hung up in the room till Christmas 
to keep them in good behavior. This 
was only a forerunner of the Christ- 
kindchen’s coming. The Nicolaus is 
the punishing spirit, the Christ- 
kindchen, the rewarding one. 

“When this time was over, we all 
began preparing secretly our presents 
for Christmas. What pleasure there 
was in all these secret purchases and 
preparations! The trees were bought 
some time beforehand, but, as we 
were to witness the festival for the 
first time we were not allowed to 
see them prepared, in order that the 
effect might be as great as possible. 
The market in the Romerberg Square 
grew constantly larger and more 
brilliant. Every night it was lit up 
with lamps and thronged with people. 
Quite a forest sprang up in the street 
before our door. The old stone house 
opposite with the traces of so many 
centuries on its dark face seemed to 
stand in the midst of a garden. It 
was a pleasure to go out every even- 
ing and see the children rushing to 
and fro, shouting and seeking out 
toys from the booths, and talking all 
the time of the Christmas that was 
so near. 


“Finally the day before’ Christmas 
arrived. The streets were so full I 
could scarce make my way through, 
and the sale of trees went on more 
rapidly than ever. These were com- 
monly branches of pine or fir set up- 
right in a little miniature garden of 
moss. When the lamps were lighted 
at night, our street had the appear- 
ance of an illuminated garden. We 
were prohibited from entering the 
rooms up stairs in which the grand 
ceremony was to take place, being 
obliged to take our seats in_ those 
arranged for the guests, and wait 
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with impatience the hour when the 
Christ-kindchen should call. Several 
relations of the family came, and, 
what was more agreeable, they 
brought with them five or six chil- 
dren. 

“Finally, in the middle of an inter- 
esting conversation, we heard the 
bell ringing up stairs. We all started

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MINERALOGICAL THOUGHTS 


By W. SCOTT LEWIS 


Silicates 

Every mineral collector is familiar 
with silica in a great many forms, 
but now that chemists have managed 
to unite it with carbon, hydrogen and 
oxygen to form a series of organic 
compounds, it has taken on charac- 
teristics calculated to make the stu- 
dents’ eyes stick out. One of the 
strangest of the new _ substances 
(known as silicones) refuses to stay 
put. When placed in a tin can, it 
oozes out. if laid on a table, it 
creeps to the edge and drips off onto 
the floor, but when rolled into a ball 
it will bounce better than rubber. Its 
creators are still wondering what it 
is good for but feel sure it must have 
a use if they can only think of one. 
The silcones all have the combined 
characteristics of glass and rubber 
and they have been described as or- 
ganic metals. An important future 
for them seems assured. 

Need a Whetstone? 

Novaculite is a very dense silica 
rock found in Arkansas. It is so fine- 
grained and hard that it has been 
used extensively for hones and whet- 
stones. The color runs from white to 
yellowish-gray and pieces break with 
a smooth fracture that is apt to be 
somewhat conchoifal. 

There has been some doubt as to 
the origin of novaculite. Some have 
regarded it as a chemical precipitate. 
Others have considered it a siliceous 
sediment or silt something like a 
sandstone of very fine grain. Still 
others have argued that it is a pseu- 
domorph after limestone or dolomite. 
All agree that it is very nearly pure 
silica and that it makes excellent 
hones. 

Turritella Stone 
Conditions must have been quite 


different in Wyoming in the days. 


when the turritellas swarmed in a 
warm sea where high mountains now 
rise. There are still turritellas in 
the world, although they are rather 
uncommon on American shores. Ac- 
tually there are about 100 species 
now living as compared with around 
400 fossil forms. In ancient times 
they were so common in parts of Wy- 
oming that their slender, twisted 
shells made up a large part of the 
sandstone that was laid down in 
shallow parts of the sea. Later on 
this sandstone had so much silica de- 
posited in it that certain parts can 


be polished and used in ornamental 
work, 

A peculiarity of the genus turri- 
tella is that the upper fourth of 
each shell is always empty. However 
this is not noticed in the fossils as 
the shells are completely filled with 
Silica. 

Magnesium 

We used to think of magnesium as 
something that went off with a loud 
bang and a cloud of white smoke 
when a new mayor was being in- 
augurated or we had to take a picture 
in some dark building. No one 
dreamed that it would ultimately be 
used in place of heavier metals in 
building airplanes and automobiles. 

Magnesium was hard to extract 

and handle and industry was slow to 
adopt it until the development of the 
airplane brought a demand for light- 
er materials. Now it is being pro- 
duced in great quantities at a 
relatively low cost; better methods of 
handling it have been developed and 
its use is spreading rapidly. 
_ The great advantage of magnesium 
is that it has a specific gravity of 
only 1.7 as compared with 2.7 for 
aluminum and 7.94 for iron. Mag- 
nalum alloys made by adding it to 
aluminum are both lighter and 
stronger than aluminum and are easi- 
ly worked. 

Magnesium now has many uses out- 
side of the airplane and automobile 
industries and these are rapidly in- 
creasing. It lightens the weight of 
radios, motion picture machines, type- 
writers, sewing machines, adding 
machines and other devices. It helps 
to reduce refractory ores and has 
proved of value in the casting of 
numerous alloys. Many companies 
are now experimenting with it and a 
great post war development assured. 

One of the most important magne- 
sium minerals is magnesite, the car- 
bonate, which has numerous uses 
aside from its value as a source of 
the metal. Dead-burned magnesite 
is an artificial periclase made by 
heating it to a temperature of 1500°., 
which drives off all the carbon diox- 
ide. It is highly refractory and is 
used for lining furnaces and retorts. 

Caustic calcined magnesite or 
plastic magnesite is formed when the 
mineral is heated to a somewhat 
lower temperature so some carbon 
dioxide is left. It has many uses in 
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the building trades for stucco, fire- 
proof partitions, tile and tubs, mag- 
nesite lumber and fireproof paint. 

Serpentine rocks are very common 
in parts of California both on the 
western slopes of the Sierras and in 
the Coast Ranges. Such rocks con- 
tain a good deal of magnesium and 
in many places they have altered to 
veins and nodules of pure magnesite 
which is usually pure white, fine- 
grained and hard.

Amber appeals to both the lover 
of gems and minerals and natural 
history specimens. Amber is a pro- 
duct of the forest; its history lds. 
a wealth of romance. It is the fossiliz- 
ed sap of a species of pine trees. As 
the sticky, resinous sap ran down the 
tree trunk it would pick up bark bits 
leaves and insects. These fossilized 
with the passing of the years giving 
to us today some very unusual speci- 
mens, 

Winged butterflies and moths, spi- 
ders, mites, caterpillars, centipedes, 
beetles and crickets have been found 
in amber specimens. 

Before the late war the museum at 
Konigsberg, in Germany, had one of 
the largest collections of amber with 
insect life entombed in the world. It 
contained specimens of insect life 
that no longer exists. 

Many fine specimens of amber with 
insect life imbedded have been found 
on the shores of the Baltic Sea, be- 
tween Memel and Konigsberg.

cards” as quite a modern idea, but 
I have a Topeka, Kansas, card which 
has fairly large letters on it and the 
date is 1912. It also reproduces the 
state seal and flower, the sunflower. 
You may have surmised by now that 
Topeka is my home town. 

It really gives me pause to look 
at the card of 1908 which portrays a 
Bird’s Eye View of Topeka, and to 
compare it with a present day card 
of the same scene. Cards of 1908, 
1914 and 1918 show street car tracks 
which have disappeared with the 
change to busses, and electric light 
poles in the center of the street! And 
look at this picture of the old Santa 
Fe Offices back about 1920.It was 
only five stories high, ‘with a new ten 
story addition just erected. Now the 
whole building is ten stories high 
and covers more than a half block 
square. And here are two of our 
large churches which were both de- 
troyed by fire and later rebuilt into 
even more magnificient structures. 
I find many new buildings which 
were not in existence in the early 
1900’s_ pictured among my newer 
cards. But I also realize that there 
are many other fine buildings and 
spots of interest in our fair city 
which are not, but should be, pictured 
on cards. 

We have, and have had, many 
beautiful parks in Topeka. And the 
trend of the city’s growth can be 
ascertained by the location of them. 
Our largest park, Gage, is located at 
the edge of town on the west. Forty 
years ago, to reach this park, one 
rode the street car to the end of the 
line, then hiked perhaps a mile. Now 
Gage Park is on the exact city limit 
line and many homes have been built 
beyond it. Some old views of Vine- 
wood Park remind me that it was 
our largest one back about 1906. It 
was located far east of town, but has 


-gone out of existence as the town 


has grown in the opposite direction. 
It was at Vinewood Park that Arthur 
Capper (Senator from Kansas and 
owner of our Topeka Daily Capital 
and several other publications, as 
well as radio station WIBW) held the 
first of his now famous birthday par- 
ties. For about 40 years Senator 
Capper has given a Party for the 
children of our city on his birthday, 
July 15. He provides free rides on 
Merry-Go-Round and other carnival 
equipment, free ice cream and vari- 
ous entertainments. It’s a gala occa- 
sion which is looked forward to by 
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the young in Topeka, with Senator 
Capper often appearing on the scene 
and enjoying the whole proceedings 
as much as any child there. 

Topeka is divided into two parts by 
the Kansas river, more commonly re- 
ferred to as the Kaw. I have a lovely 
old card picturing the Milan bridge 
across the Kaw. This old bridge is 
still in use, but a beautiful new 
bridge now spans the Kansas river a 
short distance west. On the back of 
the card showing this Topeka Avenue 
bridge it says that it’s 4,440 feet 
long, almost a mile, and the longest 
highway bridge in Kansas. 

This river has been the cause of 
several disasters in our town in the 
past. The most serious flood was in 
the spring of 1903 when the Kaw in- 
undated practically the entire north 
part of town. I have a card showing 
the flood of 1908 which was mild in 
comparison with the well known 
1908 flood. But it brings back mem- 
ories to me, for I recall several 
small floods in my childhood when we 
had to flee to higher ground! 

I could go on and on, but this will 
give you an idea of the pleasure to 
be derived from old picture cards of 
this type. I hope YOU have a special 
group of Home Town Cards in your 
collection.

Post Cards With the 
Works of Famous Artists

It is not possible for all of us to 
collect the works of capable artists, 
however, modern printing devises 
are enabling us to gather together 
some of the fruits of their labors via 
the post card. As we travel through- 
out the world we may note some of 
these artists before their easel mak- 
ing some prominent scene which is to 
be reproduced on post cards for the 
traveling public. 

Let us stop for a moment, in our 
journey, at the side of Ellen Kennard, 
New England artist. We found her 
on a bright sunny afternoon in May, 
1941, doing sketches of some New

ears or more, 
art, Box 63, 
ja3002 
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England scenery. Some of _ her 
works covering the American land- 
scape include the Whipple House at 
Ipswich, Mass.; a scene in Marble- 
head, Mass., shows a quaint street of 
that town; she has done an old wharf 
scene at Gloucester, Mass., while at 
Salem, Mass., she pictured a pioneer 
village. Other scenes show the fam- 
ous House of Seven Gables, at Salem; 
a farmhouse; a colonial doorway; and 
“They who go down to sea in ships.” 

In 1939, M. H. Hobbs, an English 
artist, did some excellent views of 
America’s Creole city, New Orleans, 
and post cards which are the out- 

owth of his work are choice col- 
ector’s items. There is the Cabildo 
building where the Louisiana Pur- 
chase was signed. Another shows a 
doorway at 718% Orleans St. There 
is a picture also of the Lafitte Black- 
smith Shop, where it is said the La- 
fitte brothers worked. This building 
dates to 1772. 


Another artist, G. F. Castleden, 
who visited New ‘Orleans in 1924-25, 
did some excellent drawings of the 
fine old iron work of the Cabildo. 


In my personal album, I have 
specimens of the Philadelphia scene 
by Alyce Hopkins Campese, who il- 
lustrated for us the Betsy Ross 
House, Christ Church with its tower- 
ing steeple; St. Mary’s Church which 
was built in 1763, 68 years after the 
famous old Christ Church. 


Most of the post cards described 
herein are made from etchings, al- 
though those made from paintings 
are also to be much desired. And 
where does one find them? I have 
secured mine from the artists them- 
selves, from shelves in quaint little 
shops throughout the country, and 
from antique and curio shops here 
and there.

Auerbach Auction Sale 


Of interest to collectors was an 
auction sale that took place in New 
York the latter part of October. The 
sale was of Herbert Auerbach’s 
treasure of Western Americana, ac- 
cumulated during many years of 
travel and research into the history 
of the early West and especially of 
Utah. 

One of the items offered was the 
16-page, sheepskin-bound “Latter- 
day Saints’ Emigrants’ Guide,” a 
compendium of geographical infor- 
mation along the route from Council 
Bluffs to the valley of the Great 
Salt Lake. This copy formally be- 
longed to John Taylor, President of 
the Church of Latter Day Saints, and 
has his name stamped in’ gilt on the 
front cover. 


This volume was undoubtedly high- 
ly prized by the late Mr. Auerbach

a pioneer merchant in the West and 
his grandfather and grandmother 


had crossed the plains in the early,

I had quite a little 
library of German authors as my 
share, and many of the others re- 
ceived quite valuable gifts. But how 
beautiful was the heartfelt joy that 
shone on every countenance!

It is a glorious 
feast, this Christmas-time. We may 
laugh at such simple festivals at 
home and prefer to shake ourselves 
loose from. every shackle that bears 
the rust of the past, but we would 
certainly be happier if some of these 
beautiful old customs were better 
honored.”

BURNETT Coat-of-Arms

CHRISTMAS AGAIN! And when 
I began my search for an appropriate 
Coat-of-Arms to feature for this 
month, I thought of that ideal — 
perfect — one of 1945: Wiswald, 
with the fir trees and deer in_ the 
shield, and a star as the crest. Last 
year, too, was good, with the candle- 
sticks and star in the shield,—Kyle. 

This year let us turn to the favor- 
ite decoration for Christmas festivi- 
ties — HOLLY! And, the bugle horn 
reminds us of stories of hunting for 
the prize meat for the feast, and for 
calling the family and friends to- 
gether to enjoy it, and each other’s 
companionship. 

Holly leaves are in several Coats- 
of-Arms, crests as well as shields. 
Irwin and Burnett were granted hol- 
ly leaves (a part* of the Scottish 
Royal Arms) by Robert Bruce, for 
their outstanding service in helping 
him establish the independence of 
Scotland. Burnett is the family 
chosen for 1947. 

Bruce also granted large tracts of 
land to “William of Irwine and Alex- 
ander Burnard”, and they “were 
seated on the banks of the Dee”. 
March 25th, 18238, a charter was 
given Alexander Burnard, and_be- 
cause of the final location, the fam- 
ily was designated as “Burnetts of 
Leys.” 

The spellings of the name from 
time to time were Burnard, Burnet, 
Burnate, Bornate, Bunet, and Bur- 
nett. The Coat-of-Arms, which is 
registered at the Herald’s Office in 
Edinburgh, is recorded by Burke in 
his General Armory, as BURNETT. 

A later Alexander Burnet oft Leys 
became the first “Baron of Leys” 
holding the title from 1454 to 1505, 
during the reigns of James II, III, 
and IV. 

In 1578 another Alexander Burnet 
was called first Baronet of Levs, and 


was succeeded by his son Robert, 
Lord Crimond. Among his sons was 
Gilbert, Bishop of Salisbury. Gilbert, 
by his second wife Maria Scot, had a 
son William, who was educated at 
Trinity College, University of Cam- 
bridge, as a “gentleman commoner”. 
William. came to America, and was 
Governor of New York and New Jer- 
sey in 1720, and of Massachusetts 
and New Hampshire in 1728. Gover- 
nor Burnet died in Boston, Sept. 19th, 
1729. 


Other descendants of the Bishop ot 
Salisbury who came to this country 
were those of the South Carolina 
branch. Andrew was in that section 
in 1752. He married Sabina, daughter 
of the Rev. John Baxter. Allied 
families ‘were Washington, Ball, 
Rhett, Witherspoon, Heyward, Rut- 
ledge, Whitaker, and of course, many 
others. 


The Burnap-Burnett Genealogy by 
Henry Wyckoff Belknap, seems a 
hopeless intermingling of the three 
names, different spellings sometimes 
in the same family. The author is to 
be commended on even attempting its 
compilation. 

Another very early branch in this 
country is represented by the des- 
cendants of Thomas who settled in 
Lynn, Mass., and moved to South- 
ampton, L. I., in 1648. He had a son 
Dan, who resided in Elizabethtown, 
N. J.; he had Ichabod who was edu- 
cated in Edinburgh; and he had Icha- 
bod Jr., an eminent physician, and 
Dr. William, surgeon-general in the 
Revolutionary War. 

Dr. William was married twice, 
and had a large family. Three who 
are written of most are Jacob, Isaac, 
and David, all lawyers. Dr. William 
was a legislator in New Jersey, and 
a delegate to the General Congress 
of 1780. During the war he establish- 
ed a military hospital in Newark, 
N. J., for the sick and wounded 
soldiers. 

Jacob was educated at Princeton 
(then College, not University), when 
John Witherspoon was president. He 
went “West”, to Cincinnati when it 
was a small town — a few families, 
and many bachelors. He practised 
law there, and was influential in all 
civic affairs, and in building a larger 


-community. Many descendants still 


live in that area. 

David Gouverneur Burnett, also 
son of William, and carrying his 
mother’s maiden name, went “far 
West”, to Texas, in the days of re- 
construction. He was elected Presi- 
dent Ad Interim of the Republic of 
Texas in 1836, later Vice-President, 
and Secretary of State. He was also 
elected U. S. Senator, but not seated. 
Thus, when that vast territory need- 
ed a strong and brave man to pilot 
its course, David G. Burnett was 
ready to serve.

The Coat-of-Arms 


Argent three holly leaves in chief 
vert and a hunting horn in base 
sables, garnished and stringed gules. 
Crest: A dexter hand with a pruning 
knife pruning a vine tree proper. 
Motto: Virescit vulnere virtus. 

The above description of the Bur- 
nett Armorial Bearing, is registered 
in Burke’s General Armory, and con- 
firmed in Fairbairn’s Book of Crests; 
also found in Scottish and American 
books where the Burnett family is 
featured. Burke records Arms for 
15 different Burnett families, and 
only one — the Irish family, is en- 
tirely different. The 14 of Scotland, 
residing in different counties and 
cities, have slight differences. 

Translated into non-Heraldic terms: 
A silver (argent) shield, in the upper 
part (chief) of which are three green 
(vert) holly leaves; and in the lower 
part (base), a black (sable) hunting 
horn with red (gules) strings and 
decorations. The crest is a right 
(dexter) hand holding a _ pruning 
knife, pruning a vine; these are all 
of natural color, or “proper”. 

The holly leaves have already been 
mentioned as a grant from Robert 
Bruce, sharing with him the symbols 
on the Royal Arms for services to 
him and the country. 

The hunting horn is a memento of 
the chase, and denotes one who is 
fond of high pursuits, as the chase 
was anciently reckoned, next to war, 
to be the most noble employment”’. 
(Pardon — I guess not only “anci- 
ently”!!) 

All fruit is symbolical of liberality, 
felicity and peace; but a special de- 
sign such as this crest, must have 
had some specific meaning to the 
first family, not in print. 

Colors are representative of the 
personal characteristics of the origi- 
nal bearer, granted only if he be 
worthy. Silver signifies sincerity and 
peace; the other colors are the natur- 
al colors of the symbols, and do not 
carry the regular meanings of those 
colors. 

The color code in the drawing: 
silver, plain; green, diagonal lines; 
black, crossed lines or solid black. 

The motto is translated: “Virtue 
flourishes from a wound”, and is 
used by ten other families. There 
are other mottoes for Burnett, also. 

Seldom do we print the Bibliogra- 
phy of an article, but this one is so 
varied and interesting, that — here 
it is:

The Pennsylvania Packet, which was 
America’s first successful newspaper 
was founded in 1771 by John Dunlap. 
Shortly after founding of the publica- 
tion David Claypoole, began an affili- 
ate. 

Both were active and ardent and 
besides doing their own news gather- 
ing (there were no syndicates as we 
know them today), they kept their 
countrymen informed of the news by 
issuing broadsides of such important 
events as the battles of Bunker Hill, 
Lexington, Ticonderoga and Quebec. 

Imagine their great surprise on 
July 5, 1776, when no less distin- 
guished personages than Thomas Jef- 
ferson, Benjamin Franklin and John 
Adams came to them following a con- 
gressional meeting bearing orders to 
print the Declaration of Independence. 

Dunlap and Claypoole rushed to 
their type cases while the three 
fathers walked around the print shop. 
As soon as proofs were drawn, they 
were carefully proof-read and finally 
O.K’d. 

It was not until September 19, 1787 
that the new Constitution was printed 


in a regular issue of the Pennsylvania 
Packet, and Daily Advertiser. It oc- 
cupied all four pages of the edition. 

That Washington had the utmost 
faith in the ability and integrity of 
the printers was shown when there 
was talk of drafting him for a third 
term. He sent for Claypoole and de- 
livered to him personally, for publica- 
tion, his historical “Farewell Ad- 
dress.” 

Claypool wrote of the visit for the 
Pennsylvania Historical Society in 
1826: 

“A few days before the appearance 
of this document in print, I received 
a message from the President, by his 
private secretary, signifying his de- 
sire to see me. I awaited upon him 
at the appointed time and found him 
sitting alone in his drawing room. 
He received me kindly and after I 
paid my respects to him, desired me 
to take a seat near him. Then, ad- 
dressing himself to me, he said that 
he had for some time past contem- 
plated retiring from public life and 
had at length concluded to do so at 
the end of the then present term; that 
he had some thoughts and reflections 
upon the occasion which he deemed 
proper to communicate to the people 
of the United States in the form of 
an address, and which he wished to 
appear in The Daily Advertiser, of 
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The first printing of the Constitution of the United States. It took ail four pages in the 


weekly newspaper, The Pennsylvania Packet, 


and the Daily Advertiser. The Declaration 


of Independence had been printed in the same shop, eleven years before.

which I was the editor. 

“He paused and I took the oppor- 
tunity of thanking him for having 
preferred that paper as the channel 
of his communication with the people 
—especially as I viewed this selection 
as indicating his approbation of the 
principles and manner in which the 
work was conducted. He silently as- 
sented and asked when publication 
could be made. I answered that the 
time should be made perfectly con- 
venient to himself, and the following 
Monday was fixed upon. The Presi- 
dent made but few alterations from 
the original, except in the matter of 
punctuation, in which he was very 
minute.” 

Washington further presented Clay- 
poole with the original manuscript of 
the address which is now in the New 
York Public Library.

H. Blashfield, conceived his famous 
painting, “Christmas Bells,” in the 
late Nineteenth Century, his great 
desire was to relay to the world the 
joyous message of the birth of Jesus 
as no hymn, verse, or story had ever 
done before. 

In the church belfries of Europe, 
Blashfield found the chief subject— 
2 object—for his painting. It was

The artist studied the bells in 


Giotto’s tower in Florence, Italy, and 
most intensively, those in the Church 
of Saint Laumer in Blois, France 
(now the Church of St. Nicolas). 


When the canvas was completed 
and placed on exhibition it won 
world-wide acclaim. The three An- 
gels in the painting captivated the 
hearts of all who viewed the canvas, 
and the inspiration for them has of- 
ten been a subject of inquiry. 


The author revealed that he found 
the theme of his painting in John 
Addington Symond’s book, Sketches 
and Studies in Southern Europe. The
